U.S. seeks balance 
in nuclear missions

OXON HILL, Md. — To 
hearty applause, four Air Force 
generals in charge of the United 
States’ nuclear weapons arse- 
nal proclaimed to a ballroom 
of their peers last month that 
their newly reunified command 
would advocate for a strong and 
ready stable of nuclear weapons 
to protect America for decades 
to come. 

One week later, their com- 
mander in chief took the gavel 
of a rare summit-level United 
Nations Security Council meet- 
ing and dedicated the gathering 
to ridding the world of nuclear 
weapons, a significant step in a 


highly personal mission that re- 
cently helped President Barack 
Obama win a Nobel Peace 
Prize. 

Now the administration must 
balance the duality of these two 
renewed missions: the simulta- 
neous need for the Pentagon to 
modernize and secure Ameri- 
ca’s aging nuclear arsenal as the 
president lays the groundwork 
to negotiate those nuclear weap- 
ons out of existence. 

In the next year, the White 
House will take up several nu- 
clear-related treaties that would 
ban testing nuclear weapons and 
further reduce the thousands of 
warheads in Russia and the U.S. 
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Some troops in Iraq look longingly to Afghanistan

COMBAT OUTPOST PALIWODA, Iraq — In 
many ways, the war in Afghanistan looms over the 
waning months of the U.S. effort in Iraq, an ironic 
reversal after years in which attention and resourc- 
es were diverted here. 

The counterinsurgency directives of Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, the U.S. commander in Afghanistan, 
now hang on the walls at some bases in Iraq. Logis- 
ticians are busy planning ways to shift at least part 


of the massive accumulation of military hardware 
to Afghanistan. 

And as U.S. units increasingly take a hands-off 
approach in Iraq, troops based in places such as this 
small outpost north of Baghdad can’t help but notice 
that there’s a lot of fighting going on in a country 
1,000 miles to the east. 

But while many in Iraq see a future deployment to 
Afghanistan as likely, and some see it as desirable, 
most say they’re content to stay where they are.

“Some of the younger guys say 
they wish we were in Afghani- 
stan, but you know what they say, 
be careful what you wish for,” 
said Staff Sgt. Todd Hegeman, 
35, from the Bronx, who is on 
his fourth deployment. “We got it 
pretty good right here.” 

For some troops in 1st Battal- 
ion, 28th Infantry Regiment, that 
might be part of the rub. War isn’t 
supposed to be about city council 
meetings, and a month into their 
deployment that’s about the ex- 
tent of the action these troops 
have seen. Their meals and show- 
ers are hot, their trailers are air- 
conditioned, and most leave the 
base for patrols only a few times 
a week and usually for only a few 
hours at a time. 

“Some of the younger guys, 
they’re champing at the bit, 
wanting to get after it and kick 
down some doors,” said Staff Sgt. 
Jason Brannan, 31, from Hays, 
Kan., on his second deployment 
to Iraq. “But that’s not what this 
trip is about. We have to keep it 
in check.” 

Surrounded by veterans of mul- 
tiple combat tours like Brannan, 
who served with this unit on its 
previous deployment to Baghdad 
during the “surge” in 2007, those 
yearning for action are largely 
left to admire the war stories of 
the veterans. 

Not all, however, are inspired 
to dream of combat — or at least 
to admit it. 

“Me and all my friends are 
safe here, so what am I gonna 
complain about?” Pfc. Stephen 
Michael Powers, 23, of Plym- 
outh, Mass., said from the small 
air-conditioned trailer he shares 
with two other soldiers, each en- 
sconced behind his own laptop. 

“It’s not my dream, but the 
infantry’s not dreamy,’ added 
one of Powers’ roommates, Spc. 
Fraizer Etpison, 26, of Palau, 
who served with the unit dur- 
ing the surge. “We get a lot more 
sleep this time.” 

Still, even Brannan acknowl- 
edges that Afghanistan would be, 
in its way, an easier mission. 

“Over there, it’s not so much 
about the economics and gover- 
nance,” he said. “We’re flexible

enough to do this mission, but it’s 
not what we’re trained to do. It’s 
not really what we’re good at.” 

But many also see a sort of clo- 
sure in this tour, a sense that Iraq 
is coming around to something 
like progress. 

“On the last tour, I used to go to 
sleep listening to gunfights, but 
this trip I haven’t heard a single 
shot,” said Sgt. Michael Arnold, 
23, of Stillwater, Okla. “Last trip 
they told us we were here to re- 
build Iraq, but I don’t think we 
did a lot of that. This trip we’re 
actually doing it.” 

Reconstruction projects funded 
by the Commander’s Emergency 
Response Program remain one 
of the increasingly few ways for 
U.S. units to keep a place at the 
table in a country that seems in- 
tent on going its own way. The 4th 
Brigade, 1st Infantry Division, 
which includes this battalion, 
estimates it will spend between 
$50 million and $70 million on 
projects in Salahuddin province,

roughly the same as the unit it 


replaced. 
This battalion — the “Black 
Lions” — has partnerships with 


Iraqi army and police units that 
number roughly 8,000 person- 
nel, but joint patrols have be- 
come rare. Even the erstwhile 
city council meetings aren’t what 
they used to be. 

Three of the battalion’s offi- 
cers stopped by for last week’s 
council meeting in Duluiyah, 
a small town north of Balad. A 
couple of years ago, city councils 
in Iraq were essentially congre- 
gations of whomever the Ameri- 
cans could persuade to come and 
listen to American presentations 
on, say, the importance of pick- 
ing up trash. 

The councils are still U.S.-ap- 
pointed bodies that have yet to 
stand election, but attendance is 
less a problem. In Duluiyah, the 
Americans arrived to a full house 
already under way, sat near the 
back and said almost nothing. 


They spoke only when the coun- 
cil chairman asked if they had a 
crane that could be used to move 
a checkpoint. They didn’t. 

Outside, their convoy of hulk- 
ing, heavily armored Mine Resis- 
tant Ambush Protected vehicles 
waited in the street. The Ameri- 
can officers, keen to be as unob- 
trusive as possible, worried that 
the MRAPs caused too much dis- 
ruption to traffic and said they 
might consider going back to 
Humvees if things stay quiet. 

Groups of schoolchildren filed 
past as members of the U.S. con- 
tingent hurried to their vehicles. 
Brannan waved to a group of 
boys. 

Once upon a time, they would 
have all asked for something. 
Now, only one boy asked half- 
heartedly if the American had a 
soccer ball. 

He didn’t.

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With only a first name to guide him, one Yokosuka man Is determined to trace his U.S. roots

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, 
Japan — Miharu Minami never 
said much about the American 
soldier named George. 

That didn’t stop her grandson 
from asking about him when he 
learned, as a teenager growing up 
in Yokosuka, that George was his 
grandfather. 

Masami Nakamura _ pleaded 
with his grandmother for more 
information, but he never got 
anywhere. Minami had moved on 
and married an American sailor 
years after George left Japan for 
the Korean War. 

Nakamura has inherited the 
legacy of a generation of thou- 
sands of Amerasian children who 
were born between World War II 
and the Korean War. Though esti- 
mates vary widely on exactly how 
many there are, they have faced 
many of the same hardships that 
Amerasians have faced at least as 
far back as the 19th century. 

Learning about his lineage has 
been difficult, Nakamura said, 
because his grandmother didn’t 
want to open old wounds. 

Minami would say only that 
George died in Korea when Na- 
kamura’s mother, Mariko, was 2 
or 3 years old, around 1951. 

Minami died in 1994, leaving 
behind only a couple of small pic- 
tures of George holding Mariko. 

Nakamura, 33, who manages 
Budweiser bar near Yokosuka 
Naval Base, thought he would 
never know more about where he 
came from until he recently began 
reading about long-lost relatives 
finding each other through gene- 
alogy and veterans Web sites. 

With little information to go on, 
but nothing to lose, Nakamura 
has spread his photos and tales 
across those sites in the hope that 
someone will know George or his 
relatives. 

“My mom has asthma and

George’s family,” Nakamura said. 
“That’s why I’m in so much of a 
hurry. I want to know my roots for 
her, too, in case she gets worse.” 

Unlike Nakamura’s mother, 
many who survived those years 
were orphaned. 

They were also subject to rac- 


ism and often considered the 
product of prostitution. They hid 
their Western roots when their 
ethnicity wasn’t plainly apparent 
in their faces. 

“Tt’s a tragedy of a larger pro- 
portion than a lot of people real- 
ize,” said Lynnita Brown, who has

interviewed hundreds of Korean 
War veterans and hosts Korean- 
war-educator.org, one of the sites 
where Nakamura has posted his 
story. 

In some cases, the military 
made it very difficult to marry 
Asian women in the years after 


World War II and the Korean War, 
according to Brown’s research. 

Reams of paperwork, delays 
that sometimes stretched well 
past a year and a command ap- 
proval requirement caused some 
servicemembers to give up on 
bringing their girlfriends and 
children home, Brown said. 

Nakamura’s quest is a long 
shot, Brown said. However, she 
said 750,000 people visited her 
site last year and, if those trends 
continue, one of them could con- 
ceivably recognize George. 

Nakamura has used 
Koreanwar.org to search pic- 
tures of the many Georges who 
lost their lives in the Korean War. 
He was also able to identify sev- 
eral Army medical units in Kyoto 
and western Japan where his 
grandfather may have served in 
the mid- to late-1940s. 

Unfortunately for Nakamura, 
finding a 60-year-old Army re- 
cord is a difficult task made even 
more so without a last name. 

Undeterred, Nakamura has 
submitted DNA samples to two 
commercial Web sites offering 
DNA analysis. However, the only 
relatives he has found from the 
United States are 11 generations 
removed. 

Nakamura said he will con- 
tinue to search for his grandfa- 
ther’s family in as many places 
as he can. His quest hasn’t been 
entirely fruitless; he said he has 
learned a lot about the sacrifices 
made during the Korean War. 

When he sees the images of 
the Korean War, he says, he feels 
a deep sense of respect. It’s a 
change from the shame taught to 
many Amerasians of the previ- 
ous generation. 

“Tm really proud that my 
grandfather was an American 
soldier in the Korean War,” Na- 
kamura said.

Army waives uniform policy for Sikh physician

The Army has allowed a Sikh Army doc- 
tor to keep his turban and beard after an 
outcry by a Sikh advocacy group. 

If he is transferred to another command 
or deploys, he’ll have to apply for another 
waiver from the Army’s uniform policy, 
Army spokesman Lt. Col. Chris Garver 
said. 

“This accommodation does not con- 
stitute a blanket accommodation for any 
other individual; as each request must be 
evaluated based on its own unique facts 
and individual circumstances,” Army Maj. 
Gen. Gina S. Farrisee wrote in a letter to 
the soldier. Farrisee is the acting deputy 
chief of staff. 

The Sikh religion requires men to wear 
turbans and beards and keep their hair 
unshorn. To Sikhs, cutting one’s hair is as 
serious an offense as adultery. 

When Capt. Kamajleet Singh Kalsi 
joined the Army during medical school, 
his recruiter told him his religious beliefs 
would not pose a problem. 

But as he neared the end of his medical 
training, he was told he may have to lose 
his turban and beard. He asked for an ex- 
emption from the Army Graduate Medical 





Education Office, but he was denied after 
he wrote to the office in December. 

In April, Kalsi applied for a “request 
for religious accommodation” through his 
chain of command, and he learned Friday 
it had been granted by the Army, said his 
attorney, Amandeep Sidhu. 

“This is avictory and it’s one we applaud

the Army for making, but at the same time 
we look at a general policy that doesn’t 
currently allow Sikhs to freely serve — to 
walk up to a recruiting office and be able 
to enlist without going through the hoops 
that our client had to go through,” Sidhu 
said Friday. 

Sidhu said his law firm was approached 


about Kalsi’s case by the Sikh Coalition, 
an advocacy group formed after two Sikhs 
were attacked in retaliation for the Sept. 
11, 2001, terrorist attacks. 

“T am overjoyed by the Army’s decision 
to allow me to serve my country,” Kalsi 
said in a Sikh Coalition news release. “Like 
the many Sikhs who fought before me, I 
know I will serve America with honor and 
excellence.” 

The Sikh Coalition held a protest in April 
at the U.S. Marine Corps War Memorial 
against the Army’s policy that prevents 
Sikh soldiers from wearing turbans and 
having beards. 

The group also filed a formal complaint 
with the Army and Defense Department 
inspectors general on behalf of Kalsi and 
2nd Lt. Tajdeep Singh Rattan, a reservist 
training to be an Army dentist who is also 
seeking an exception to the Army’s policy 
on turbans and beards. 

“T am willing to lay down my life for 
America. In return, I ask only that my 
country respect my faith,” Rattan said in 
April. “My turban and beard are not an op- 
tion — they are in intrinsic part of me.”

Obama’s difficult sell 


For now, Obama carries a difficult dip- 
lomatic message to the world stage, de- 
manding countries end their own nuclear 
ambitions while the U.S. is keeping and 
modernizing its own massive arsenal — 
and in fact just created the 23,000-person 
Global Strike Command to oversee it all. 

Indeed, Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
has called for new nuclear weapons de- 
signs the military says would be smaller, 
safer and more efficient for deterrence, 
eliminating the need for maintaining large 
numbers of warheads. 

“It’s a hard sell when you’re talking to 
the Iranians or North Koreans or Chinese 
or others about why they shouldn’t be de- 
veloping even a tiny number of primitive 
nuclear weapons,” said Richard K. Betts, 
director of the Saltzman Institute of War 
and Peace Studies at Columbia University. 
“That’s going to be the biggest political 
problem for the civilian leadership in the 
Obama administration.” 

Obama envisioned a nuclear-free world 
long before he set foot in the Oval Office. 
He promoted the idea in his Senate cam- 
paign speeches, and once in Washington 
he was sought after by Sen. Richard Lugar, 
R-Ind., and the late Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
D-Mass., two of the leading proponents of 
nuclear nonproliferation. 

“Obama had the interest and the focus 
on this, similar to Senator Lugar’s, that 
nonproliferation is an existential issue to 
our country and to the world and requires 
presidential focus,” said Lugar spokesman 
Andy Fischer, who traveled to the former 
Soviet Union on a nuclear site tour with 
Obama and Lugar in 2005. 

Less than three months into his presi- 
dency, Obama went to the Cold War’s geo- 
graphic center to call on world leaders to 
refocus their attention on nuclear weap- 
ons in what is now known as “the Prague 
speech.” 

“So today, I state clearly and with con- 
viction America’s commitment to seek the 
peace and security of a world without nu- 
clear weapons,” Obama said in April. 

Anticipating the coming opposition, 
Obama added: “We will reduce the role of 
nuclear weapons in our national security 
strategy and urge others to do the same. 
Make no mistake: As long as these weap- 
ons exist, the United States will maintain a 
safe, secure and effective arsenal to deter 
any adversary.” 

It is hard to avoid the mixed message. 

“This has raised a bit of an issue because 
the question is sort of: What does ‘reduce 
role’ mean?,” Mike Gerson, a deterrence 
policy adviser to the U.S. Navy, said at the 
Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace in Washington last month. “It’s not 
quite clear.” 

That, Fischer said, is the Catch-22 of 
nuclear arms reduction. 

“The realism is that you cannot do that 
unilaterally and you cannot do that without 
having a proper defense of our own nation, 
and other nations see it the same way. So 
the point has always been to do as much as 
you can,” Fischer said. 

The White House seems to be trying to 
live up to that mantra. 

In July, the president traveled to Moscow 
and with Russian President Dmitri Medve- 
dev signed an agreement to cut warheads 
and missiles by at least 25 percent. Obama 
called it an “urgent issue.” 

That visit was followed by the rare Secu- 
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rity Council session, with other milestones 
and goals on the horizon including the 
looming December expiration of the Stra- 
tegic Arms Reduction Treaty between the 
U.S. and Russia, a nuclear summit planned 
for next year and plans to finally ratify the 
1996 Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty. 


‘Modernizing’ the arsenal 


In nuclear parlance, “modernizing” par- 
tially refers to building newer nuclear war- 
heads that Gates contends would be safer 
and more reliable, and that would allow the 
U.S. to reduce further stockpiles of older 
weapons. 

Delivering the keynote address at the 
Air Force Association gathering in a ball- 
room at National Harbor, a resort down the 
Potomac River from Washington, Gates 
said: “We have no desire for new capa- 
bilities. That’s a red herring. This is about 
modernizing and keeping safe a capability 
that everyone acknowledges we will have 
to have for some considerable period into 
the future before achieving some of the ob- 
jectives of significant arms reduction and 
eventually no nuclear weapons at all.” 

The debate over the need for new war- 
heads is not likely to die. Congress already

has essentially spiked a program intended 
to devise replacement warheads. A report 
on the topic by the Congressional Re- 
search Service published in July cited a 
decade-old independent study that argued: 
“There is no such thing as a ‘design life.’ 
The designers were not asked or permitted 
to design a nuclear weapon that would go 
bad after 20 years.” 

At the Pentagon, all things nuclear are 
under review in a departmentwide assess- 
ment that will set policy and strategy for 
the next five to 10 years, due at the end of 
this year. 

Defense leaders say their plan, costing 
billions per year, is necessary to deter nu- 
clear strikes against the U.S. and maintain 
an aging arsenal of bombers and missiles. 

It’s also a reaction to a series of embar- 
rassing incidents, including an unauthor- 
ized 2007 flight of nuclear-armed weapons 
across the continental U.S., five failed in- 
spections in 2008, and two failed inspec- 
tions this year. 

Gates demanded accountability, and in 
response the Air Force created the new 
Global Strike Command, a massive effort 
to reunify 23,000 nuclear-related jobs that 
during the Clinton administration had 
been divided among various commands. 

“For about 15 years, we told officers, 
“You need to become broader and knowl- 
edgeable of “space” and knowledgeable of 
“nuclear” and competent at all.’ And the 
reality is, we asked too much. People need 
to be experts at what they do, and that’s 
what we’re developing today,” said Maj. 
Gen. Roger W. Burg, who commands the 
20th Air Force, the ICBM fleet and Space 
Command, at the conference. 

Control of intercontinental ballistic mis- 
siles will shift under the new command 


Dec. 1, followed in February by the bomb- 
ers equipped to carry nuclear weapons. 
Additionally, the Air Force is “just about 
finished” with a $6.2 billion effort to ex- 
tend the life of the nuclear arsenal, Burg 
said. 

Air Force Secretary Michael B. Don- 
ley has approved an additional $750 mil- 
lion in each of the next five years toward 
steps such as activating a fourth group of 
long-range B-51 bombers, staffing 2,500 
new uniformed positions, including a next 
generation of scientists, and taking inven- 
tory of every bolt in the nuclear equipment 
stream. 

In the past year, the Air Force has ac- 
counted for about 94 percent of that mate- 
rial, more than 120,000 parts, according 
to Brig. Gen. Everett H. Thomas, com- 
mander of the Air Force Nuclear Weapons 
Center at Kirtland Air Force Base in New 
Mexico. Some of those parts are nearly 40 
years old, he said. 

With those new measures in full swing, 
the Air Force’s nuclear command lead- 
ers last month assured their rank and file 
they were ready to carry on their mission 
full-throated. 

Maj. Gen. Floyd L. Carpenter, com- 
mander of the 8th Air Force, tasked with 
delivering nuclear weapons, said everyone 
was excited up and down his chain of com- 
mand because the Global Strike Command 
will be a force “advocating for the nuclear 
mission.” 

“T think the biggest challenge is not in 
the personnel. It’s not in the aging system. 
It’s in the commitment to the mission,” he 
said. “That is where our challenge is, mak- 
ing sure that we stay committed to this 
mission for the next 15 years.”

Taliban threaten Afghan voters 


Voters in presidential runoff will ‘bear responsibility,

KABUL — Taliban fighters 
warned Afghans not to take part 
in the war-wracked country’s 
upcoming presidential runoff, 
threatening Saturday to launch a 
fresh wave of violence on polling 
day to stop them. 

The warnings came on the first 
official day of campaigning for 
the Nov. 7 vote. The insurgents 
denounced the race between 
President Hamid Karzai and 
challenger Abdullah Abdullah as 
“a failed, American process” and 
said its fighters would “launch 
operations against the enemy and 
stop people from taking part.” 

The statement said Taliban 
militants will also cut off key 
roads and highways and warned 
that anyone who casts a ballot 
“will bear responsibility for their 


actions.” 

Taliban fighters killed dozens 
of civilians during the first round 
of voting Aug. 20, barraging sev- 
eral southern cities with rocket 
fire and cutting off the ink-stained 
fingers of at least two people who 
cast ballots in the militant-domi- 
nated south. 

Attacks and fighting have con- 
tinued amid the electoral crisis. 
On Saturday, NATO forces an- 
nounced that two Americans 
and one servicemember whose 
nationality was withheld died in 
attacks in the south. 

Meanwhile, U.S. troops killed 
four civilians when they fired on 
a van approaching their convoy 
on the main highway in southern 
Kandahar province, according to 
provincial officials and the U.S. 
military. 

The dead included two women 
and one child, Kandahar’s gover- 
nor said in a statement. Four oth- 


ers were wounded, the statement 
said. The troops “tried repeatedly 
to signal the fast-approaching ve- 
hicle with passive measures but, 
fearing for their safety, fired on 
the vehicle,” U.S. military spokes- 
man Lt. j.g. Tommy Groves said. 

Groves said the incident was 
being investigated. 

A spokesman for Karzai said 
his campaign is concerned about 
a spike in violence during the 
runoff vote, but he said there is 
no other legal option and ruled 
out any sort of negotiated power- 
sharing deal. 

“The only legal way to have a 
legitimate future government is 
to have elections,” Waheed Omar 
said. “In our view that is the only 
constitutional way of putting an 
end to the current crisis.” 

Omar said there is some hope 
of avoiding a repeat of the vio- 
lence that marred the August 
vote, noting assurances from Af-

ghan and international forces that 
they can provide enough security. 
He called on the insurgents to 
let the election go forward with- 
out attacks “for the sake of this 
country.” 

As campaigning began Satur- 
day, several senior Abdullah cam- 
paign officials accused the top 
three members of Afghanistan’s 
Independent Election Commis- 
sion of bias, saying they should be 
replaced to ensure the country’s 
upcoming runoff is fair. A spokes- 
man for the commission rejected 
the call. 

Abdullah’s running mate, 
Homayoun Assefy, said the three 
were “openly working for Mr. 
Karzai” and should resign. 

“Tf they are again in charge for 
the second round, the same thing 
will happen,” Assefy said, refer- 
ring to the fraud. “If the second 
round is also controversial, then 
the result will not be good.” 


White House considers a combined strategy in Afghanistan

The White House is considering a strategy 
for Afghanistan that combines elements of 
the counterterrorism approach advocated by 
Vice President Joe Biden and the counterin- 
surgency strategy proposed by Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, The Wall Street Journal report- 
ed Saturday. 

The move appears to rebuff the notion of 
keeping troop levels level at 68,000, according 
to the newspaper. 

Administration officials are weighing 
whether to send 10,000 or 20,000 extra troops 
to train Afghan security forces, or whether to 


grant McChrystal’s request for 40,000 addi- 
tional troops, the Journal reported. 

The strategy under consideration would 
focus on winning support from Afghanistan 
while using helicopters and unmanned aer- 
ial drones to target al-Qaida, the newspaper 
reported. 

This approach would mirror the Iraq 
“surge,” in which conventional troops gath- 
ered intelligence on local insurgent leaders, 
who were taken out by Special Operations 
Forces, according to the newspaper. 

Meanwhile, NATO allies have expressed 
support for McChrystal’s counterinsurgency 


strategy and have indicated they may in- 
crease their military and civilian commit- 
ment to Afghanistan. 

Kai Eide, the top United Nations diplomat to 
Afghanistan, said on Friday that he believed 
more troops are needed in Afghanistan. 

“You cannot separate counterterrorism 
from counterinsurgency,’ NATO  Secre- 
tary-General Anders Fogh Rasmussen said 
Friday. 

“Ministers agree that it does not solve the 
problems in Afghanistan just to hunt down 
and kill individual terrorists. What we need is 
a much broader strategy.” 
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Iraqi court 
seeks arrest 
of lawmaker

The judge, Thamir al-Amba- 
ki, who issued the warrants on 
Thursday, has requested parlia- 
ment to lift her immunity to fa- 
cilitate her arrest on suspicion of 
“ordering and funding terrorist 
operations,” the security official 
added. 

Along with Baghdad, Diyala 
was the scene of much of the mas- 
sive sectarian violence between 
Sunnis and Shiites that brought 
Iraq to the brink of civil war in 
2006. 

Al-Mashhadani and her hus- 
band are both members of the 
Iraqi Islamic Party that along 
with several other political par- 
ties forms the Accordance Front, 
the largest Sunni block in the 
parliament. 

The block has 44 members in 
the 275-seat legislature. 

The director of Accordance 
Front’s media office in Baghdad, 
Omar al-Mashhadani, confirmed 
the arrests warrants were issued, 
but denied any wrongdoing by 
the couple. 

“This warrant against her and 
her husband is politically moti- 
vated,” he said Saturday. “It is all 
because the election time is get- 
ting closer.” 

He is no relation to the wanted 
parliamentarian. 

Iraq’s parliamentary election 
is scheduled for Jan. 16 although 
lawmakers have yet to pass key 
legislation that will govern the 
crucial nationwide vote. 

Meanwhile, in Tikrit, 80 miles 
north of Baghdad, a_ suicide 
bomber wearing an explosive 
vest killed two people outside the 
offices of a Sunni political party 
called National Unity. Four em- 
ployees working at the party’s 
offices were also injured, police 
and medical officials said. 

All the officials spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to talk to the 
media.

Pakistani soldiers capture key town

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — Sol- 
diers took back the strategically 
located hometown of Pakistan’s 
Taliban chief Saturday after fierce 
fighting, officials said, the army’s 
first major prize as it pushes 
deeper into a militant stronghold 
along the Afghan border. 

A suspected U.S. missile killed 
22 people elsewhere in the north- 
west, but apparently missed a top 
Taliban figure, authorities said. 

Pakistan’s 8-day-old offensivein 
the Taliban and al-Qaida strong- 
hold of South Waziristan is con- 
sidered its most critical test yet in 
the campaign to stop the spread 
of violent Islamist extremism in 
this nuclear-armed, U.S.-allied 
country. The army operation has 
prompted a wave of retaliatory at- 
tacks by militants this month that 
have killed some 200 people. 

The battle for Kotkai town took 
several days and involved aerial 
bombardment as soldiers cap- 
tured heights around the town. 
Army spokesman Maj. Gen. Athar 
Abbas said troops were now rid-

ding the town of land mines and 
roadside bombs planted by the 
insurgents. 

Kotkai is symbolically impor- 
tant because it is the hometown of 
Pakistani Taliban chief Hakimul- 
lah Mehsud and one of his top 
deputies, Qari Hussain. It also lies 
along the way to the major mili- 
tant base of Sararogha, making it 
a strategically helpful catch. 

“Thank God, this is the army’s 
very big success,’ Abbas said. 
“The good news is that (Ccommu- 
nications) intercepts show that 
there are differences forging 
among the Taliban ranks. Their 


aides are deserting them.” 

Pakistan is under intense in- 
ternational pressure to clear its 
tribal areas of insurgents, many 
of whom are blamed for attacks 
on U.S. and NATO troops in 
Afghanistan. 

The army said Saturday that 
three more soldiers had died, put- 
ting the army’s death toll at 23, 
and 21 more militants had been 
killed, putting their overall death 
toll at 163. The U.N. says some 
155,000 civilians have fled the 
region. 

A missile strike hit a hide-out of 
the militants in Chuhatra village 


in Bajur region that included a 
tunnel, local government official 
Mohammad Jamil said. The tar- 
get appeared to be Faqir Moham- 
mad, a prominent Taliban leader, 
but he is believed to have escaped, 
Jamil said. Most of the 22 killed 
were Afghan nationals, he said. 

Pakistan formally protests 
the missile strikes, saying they 
violate its sovereignty and raise 
sympathy for the Taliban, while 
the U.S. rarely discusses the at- 
tacks. Analysts believe the two 
sides have a secret deal allowing 
the strikes. 

The U.S. has shown no sign of 


easing the drone-fired attacks 
even when Pakistan is waging 
its own fight in the tribal areas. 
Asked if the missile attacks are 
a distraction or help, the army 
spokesman said Pakistan would 
prefer to go it alone. 

“We do not want any assistance 
or interference from _ outside,” 
Abbas said. 

Hours after the missile strike, 
a Pakistani military helicopter 
crashed in the Bajur tribal region, 
killing three officials, the army 
said, adding that the crash was an 
accident, not caused by any mili- 
tant attacks. 


Israel wary of Iran’s nuclear intentions

UNITED NATIONS — Israel is concerned 
that Iran will use the current climate of in- 
ternational goodwill as a cover to pursue its 
goal of becoming a nuclear power, an Israeli 
minister said Friday. 

Vice Prime Minister Silvan Shalom made 
the comment on the day Iran announced it 
was still studying a U.N.-drafted plan to ship 
much of its uranium to Russia and France for 
further enrichment, a move seen as a way to 
delay the country’s ability to build a nuclear 
weapon. Iran’s envoy to the U.N. nuclear 
agency said the government will respond to 
the offer this week. 

Shalom, who is also the minister for region- 
al development, said he discussed Iran’s nu- 
clear ambitions with U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon during a discussion that also 
included Israeli-Palestinian peace prospects 
and Lebanon. 

“T told the secretary-general that we were 
very concerned that Iran will use the good- 
will of the international community to con- 
tinue to develop their real intentions — and it 
is toward nuclear power on the one end but on 
the other end to try to change the types of the 
regimes within the Middle East,” he said. 

The six world powers trying to ensure that 


Iran’s nuclear program remains peaceful 
held talks earlier this month with Iranian 
diplomats, despite a spike in tensions over 
September’s revelations by Iran that it had 
been secretly building a new uranium enrich- 
ment plant near the holy city of Qom. 

The meeting — and tentative agreement 
on the plan to ship out much of Iran’s low-en- 
riched uranium — indicated a willingness on 
both sides to talk. 

But Israel, which has been threatened with 
annihilation by Iran’s President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad, is clearly unhappy. 

“We believe that Iran will never abandon 
their dream to become a nuclear power,” Sha- 
lom said. “They hid their real intentions in 
the past, and they will do it in the future.” 

He singled out the recent disclosure about 
the nuclear facility at Qom. 

“We know about many other things that 
they are trying to do,” he said. “They are 
trying to buy all the items that are needed 
in order to develop nuclear power. They are 
doing it while they are always lying about ... 
their real intentions.” 

The Vienna-brokered plan would require 
Iran to send 1.2 tons of low-enriched urani- 
um — around 70 percent of its stockpile — to 
Russia in one batch by the end of the year for 
further enrichment and then to France to 
be converted into fuel rods, French Foreign 


Ministry spokesman Bernard Valero said 
Thursday. Those fuel rods would be returned 
for use in a research reactor in Tehran. 

Shalom expressed concern about what Iran 
would do before the date the uranium would 
be sent to Russia, which he said was Jan. 15. 

“We are very concerned from the possibil- 
ity that Iran will try once again to develop its 
nuclear power while there is no inspection, or 
inspectors, or supervision of the international 
community,” he said. 

Israel is widely believed to possess nuclear 
weapons though the government has never 
confirmed it is a nuclear power, and Shalom 
was asked whether Israel would agree to 
making the Middle East a nuclear weapon- 
free zone. 

“We are in a situation where we have to 
protect ourself from those who are trying to 
kill us,” he replied. 

“Tf Iran will abandon its dream to have ... 
nuclear power, it will bring more stability to 
the region because first and foremost those 
who are very, very concerned are Egypt, Jor- 
dan, Saudi Arabia and Turkey,” he added. 

Shalom accused the Iranians of “trying to 
undermine the regimes of the moderate Arab 
countries,” citing the discovery of “a terrorist 
cell” of Hezbollah militants, backed by Iran, 
in Egypt a few months ago. 
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Germany forms new 
ruling coalition 


BERLIN — German Chancel- 
lor Angela Merkel on Saturday 
announced a new center-right 
government with the Free Dem- 
ocrats, saying the coalition will 
“bravely solve the problems that 
are lying ahead of us.” 

She detailed some of the corner- 
stone measures in her new gov- 
ernment’s platform, including an 
overhaul of the country’s health 
care system, an increase in child 
subsidies and future tax cuts. 

Merkel’s Christian Democrats, 
their Bavarian-only sister party, 
Christian Social Union, and the 
pro-business Free Democrats 
came to a coalition agreement 
after nearly four weeks of nego- 
tiations following the Sept. 27 
election. 

Guido Westerwelle, the leader 
of the Free Democrats, said at 
a joint news conference that the 
coalition agreement was “a great 
compass for our country.” 


Israel will discipline 
soldiers for protest 


J ERUSALEM — Embarrassed 
by what it called “a disgrace- 
ful disciplinary aberration,” the 
Israeli military announced Fri- 
day it would take action against 
a group of soldiers who staged a 
pro-settler demonstration during 
their swearing-in ceremony at 
Jerusalem’s Western Wall. 

Thursday’s protest reflected 
fears by right-wing nationalists 
that the conservative-led gov- 
ernment would eventually yield 
to U.S. pressure to negotiate an 
Israeli-Palestinian peace agree- 
ment and evict Jewish settlers 
from the West Bank. 

The young soldiers, who were 
being sworn in to an elite infantry 
brigade, held up banners declar- 
ing their refusal to obey orders to 
enforce any such decision. 


Saudi woman convicted 
for sex talk on TV show 


RIYADH, Saudi Arabia — A 
Saudi court on Saturday con- 
victed a female journalist for 
her involvement in a TV show in 
which a Saudi man publicly talk- 
ed about sex, and sentenced her 
to 60 lashes. 

Rozanna al-Yami is believed to 
be the first Saudi female journal- 
ist to be given such a punishment. 
The charges against her included 
involvement in the preparation of 
the program and advertising the 
segment on the Internet. 


Stalled storm Lupit 
spares the Philippines 


MANILA, Philippines — Trop- 
ical Storm Lupit drifted away 
from the Philippines on Saturday 
after a week of zigzagging across 
the rain-soaked north, allowing 
residents who had been evacu- 
ated to return to their homes. 

The erratic direction of Lupit 
— meaning “cruel” in Filipino 
— had baffled forecasters. The 
typhoon was expected to ram into 
northeastern Cagayan province 
Friday but weakened into a tropi- 
cal storm and stayed offshore. 

It was the third successive 
storm in a month to threaten the 
region.

JAKARTA, Indonesia — A 
powerful earthquake struck deep 
under the sea in eastern Indone- 
sia on Saturday, causing panic 
and sending residents running 
out of their homes, officials and 
witnesses said. There were no 
immediate reports of damage or 
injuries. 

The quake had a magnitude of 
7.0, but at a depth of 86 miles, was 
too far below the earth’s surface 
to cause a tsunami, the Pacific 
Tsunami Warning Center said. 

Saturday’s quake came as In- 
donesia is still recovering from 
a devastating earthquake last 
month that killed more than 1,000 
people on western Sumatra. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
says the latest quake — the sec- 
ond strong temblor in two days — 
was located 225 miles southeast 
of Ambon in the Maluku islands 
in the Banda Sea. 

The shaking was strong and 
people ran to higher ground fear- 
ing a tsunami, said Ian Kotual- 
ubun, an official with Indonesia’s 
Meteorology and Geophysics 
Agency in Saumlaki, the area 
closest to the epicenter. 

Saumlaki is about 1,700 miles 
east of the capital, Jakarta. Po- 
lice in Saumlaki said they had 
received no reports of damage or 
injuries. 

Indonesia sits above a series of 
fault lines that make the vast is- 
land nation one of the most earth- 
quake-prone places in the world. 
A massive quake off the coast of 
Indonesia’s Aceh province caused 
the 2004 Indian Ocean tsunami 
that killed 230,000 people — half 
of the victims on Sumatra island.

SEOUL — A summit between 
the two Koreas should help re- 
solve the dispute over North Ko- 
rea’s nuclear programs, a South 
Korea official said Saturday, as a 
negotiator for the North arrived 
in the U.S. in likely pursuit of bi- 
lateral talks with Washington. 

The North’s No. 2 nuclear ne- 
gotiator, Ri Gun, could meet 
with chief U.S. nuclear negotia- 
tor Sung Kim in New York over 
the weekend to discuss bilateral 
talks, South Korea’s Yonhap news 
agency reported, citing an un- 
identified diplomatic source. 

The U.S. says it is willing to 
have direct talks with the North if 
it leads to resumption of six-party 
talks that also include South 
Korea, China, Russia and Japan. 

Asked whether Ri could meet 
with Kim or any other U.S. of- 
ficial before a security forum 
in San Diego, State Department 
spokesman Ian Kelly told report- 
ers Friday, “I don’t have anything 
to announce about that, but I cer- 
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tainly wouldn’t exclude it.” 

The North’s reported push for a 
summit with the South and talks 
with Washington is part of a se- 
ries of conciliatory moves by the 
regime in recent months after 
escalating tensions with nuclear 
and missile tests. 

Analysts have said the moves 
show North Korea feels the pain 
of U.N. sanctions following its 
May nuclear test. 

South Korea’s largest television 
network KBS reported Thursday 
night that a senior South Korean 
official met with the North’s spy 
chief, Kim Yang Gon, in Singa- 
pore last week and talked about a 
possible meeting between North 
Korean leader Kim Jong II] and 
South Korean President Lee 
Myung-bak. 

North Korea first asked for 
the meeting, but the talks ended 
without agreement as the South 
demanded that the reclusive Kim 
visit the South, and the North 
balked at the demand citing se- 
curity concerns, the report said. 
It cited an unidentified South Ko- 
rean official.

“Our government’s position re- 
mains unchanged that we would 
not hold a meeting for meeting’s 
sake,” Lee Dong-kwan, senior 
presidential secretary for public 
relations, said Saturday in com- 
ments posted on South Korea’s 
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presidential Web site. 

He said a summit “should be 
helpful to progress in the reso- 
lution of North Korea’s nuclear 
issue,” noting there won’t be any 
behind-the-scenes negotiations or 
contract with North Korea over a 
summit. 

North Korea’s Kim has held 
summits with the South twice: 
the first in 2000 with the South’s 
then-President Kim Dae-jung 
and the other in 2007 with then- 
President Roh Moo-hyun. 

Relations between the two Ko- 
reas frayed badly after the more 
conservative Lee took office early 
last year. But Lee has said he is 
willing to meet with Kim Jong 
Il at any time, but that any such 
summit should tackle the North 
Korean nuclear issue. 

North Korea pulled out of the 
six-party disarmament talks in 
April, but Kim Jong II said ear- 
lier this month that the North 
could rejoin them depending on 
progress in its possible one-on- 
one negotiations with the U.S. 


Asian leaders urge fair elections in Myanmar

CHA-AM, Thailand — South- 
east Asian leaders, having 


launched the region’s first human 
rights watchdog, called Saturday 
on military-ruled Myanmar to 
conduct free and fair elections 
next year but refrained from crit- 
icizing one of the world’s worst 
human rights offenders. 

Activists criticized the annual 
summit of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations for tak- 
ing an even softer line on Myan- 
mar than in the past and ignoring 
growing demands to press for the 
release of detained democracy 
leader Aung San Suu Kyi. 

A statement from the leaders 
did not mention Suu Kyi, sparing 
the junta a public scolding. It only 
“underscored the importance of 
achieving national reconciliation 
and that the general elections to 
be held in Myanmar in 2010 must 
be conducted in a fair, free, inclu- 
sive and transparent manner in 
order to be credible to the inter- 
national community.” 

When the three-day summit 
opened Friday, the bloc unveiled 
the region’s first human rights 
commission, but it was imme- 
diately derided as toothless by 
activists who pointed out that its 
mandate did not extend to prose- 
cution of violators like Myanmar, 
an ASEAN member. The activists

MINNEAPOLIS — The first 
officer of the Northwest Airlines 
jet that missed its destination by 
150 miles says there was no fight 
in the cockpit, neither he nor the 
captain had fallen asleep and the 
passengers were not in danger. 

But in an interview with The 
Associated Press two days after 
he and a colleague blew past their 
destination, pilot Richard Cole 
would not say just what it was 
that led to them to forget to land 
Flight 188. 

“It was not a serious event, 
from a safety issue,” Cole said in 
front of his Salem, Ore., home. “I 
would tell you more, but I’ve al- 
ready told you way too much.” 

Air traffic controllers and pi- 
lots tried for more than an hour 
Wednesday night to contact Cole 
and the flight’s captain, Timothy 
B. Cheney, of Gig Harbor, Wash., 
using radio, cell phone and data 
messages. On the ground, con- 
cerned officials alerted National 
Guard jets to prepare to chase 
the airliner from two locations, 
though none of the military planes 
left the runway. 

White House spokesman Nick 
Shapiro said Saturday that senior 
White House officials were alert- 


ed by the White House Situation 
Room and they closely monitored 
the incident. 

A police report released Friday 
said the pilots passed breathalyz- 
er tests after the flight. The report 
also said the crew indicated they 
had been having a heated discus- 
sion about airline policy.

Although the Federal Aviation 
Administration prohibits pilots 
from snoozing in the cockpit, 
several airline pilots say they are 
surprised such napping mishaps 
haven’t happened more often, 
considering longer work sched- 
ules for pilots and innovations 
that make planes easier to fly. 

If investigators conclude that 
the Northwest pilots of flight 188, 
which overshot the Minneapolis 
airport last week, were snoozing, 
several current and retired pilots 
said it wouldn’t be a surprise. 

“Fatigue is a real problem,” 
said Sam Mayer, an American 
Airlines pilot and spokesman for 
the Allied Pilots Association. “TI 
don’t know what happened (in 
Minneapolis), but I wouldn’t be 
surprised if they were asleep.”

President says banks need to return favor for bailout

WASHINGTON — _ Banks 
should return the favor they re- 
ceived in their recent taxpay- 
er-financed bailout by lending 
more money to small businesses, 
President Barack Obama said 
Saturday. 

In his weekly radio and In- 
ternet address, Obama said too 
many small business owners re- 
main unable to get credit despite 
administration steps to jump- 
start lending, which was virtually 
frozen when the financial crisis 
took hold last year. 

“These are the very taxpayers 


who stood by America’s banks 
in a crisis, and now it’s time for 
our banks to stand by creditwor- 
thy small businesses and make 
the loans they need to open their 
doors, grow their operations and 
create new jobs,” Obama said. 

“It’s time for those banks to 
fulfill their responsibility to help 
ensure a wider recovery, a more 
secure system and more broadly 
shared prosperity,” said Obama. 

The president said the admin- 
istration will “take every appro- 
priate step to encourage them to 
meet those responsibilities.” He 
did not specify what those steps 
might be.

Health care reform 
estimates mounting 


WASHINGTON — Health 
care legislation taking shape in 
the House carries a price tag of 
at least $1 trillion over a decade, 
significantly higher than the tar- 
get President Barack Obama has 
set, congressional officials said 
Friday as they struggled to finish 
work on the measure for a vote 
early next month. 

Democrats have touted an un- 
released Congressional Budget 
Office estimate of $871 billion, a 
total that numerous officials ac- 
knowledge understates the bill’s 
cost by $150 billion or more. 

Last month, Obama said in a 
nationally televised address be- 
fore a joint session of Congress 
that he preferred a package with 
a price tag of about $900 billion. 


EPA: Emissions law to 
boost energy bills $100 


WASHINGTON — An analysis 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency says a proposed Senate 
bill to combat global warming 
would add about $100 a year to a 
typical household’s energy costs. 

The analysis released late Fri- 
day by the office of Sen. Barbara 
Boxer, D-Calif., generally mir- 
rors the cost projected by the

Friday that Kerry was well-suit- 
ed to carry the administration’s 
message to Karzai as a leader of 
the legislative branch, which may 
be writing the checks coveted by 
the Afghan government.

One law would require women 
to fill out a survey that asks about 
their race, education and reason 
for seeking an abortion. It asks 
women whether they’re having 
relationship problems, whether 
they can’t afford to raise a child 
or whether having a baby would 
dramatically change their lives.

Screening practices under scrutiny after heart defects passed on

CHICAGO — A sperm donor passed 
on a potentially deadly genetic heart 
condition to nine of his 24 children, 
including one who died at age 2 from 
heart failure, according to a medical 
journal report. Two children, both 
now teenagers, have developed symp- 
toms and are at risk for sudden cardiac 
death, the report says. 

The case highlights the importance 
of thoroughly screening sperm donors, 
according to the report and an edito- 
rial published with it in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 

The San Francisco sperm bank in- 
volved now gives all donors electro- 
cardiogram tests to weed out men with

genetic heart problems. The study 
authors recommend that other sperm 
banks follow suit. 

Voluntary sperm bank guidelines 
say donors should be required to pro- 
vide a complete medical history to rule 
out those with infectious diseases or a 
family history of inherited diseases. 
Many also do testing for genetic dis- 
eases that are less common than the 
heart problem, according to co-author 
Dr. Barry Maron of the Minneapolis 
Heart Institute, a leading authority 
on the condition called hypertrophic 
cardiomyopathy. 

Hypertrophic cardiomyopathy 
thickens the heart and makes it harder 
to pump blood. It affects about one in 
500 people; many more likely have 
the genetic defect without symptoms,

Analysis: Ida’s definitely not a primate 


Remember Ida, the fossil discovery announced in 
May with its own book and TV documentary? A pub- 
licity blitz called it “the link” that would reveal the 
earliest evolutionary roots of monkeys, apes and 
humans. A new analysis says Ida’s not even a close 
relative. In fact, Ida is as far removed from the 
monkey-ape-human ancestry as a primate could be, 
said Erik Seiffert of Stony Brook University in New 
York. He and his colleagues compared 360 specific 
anatomical features of 117 living and extinct primate 
species to draw up a family tree. They reported the 
results in the journal Nature.

ince the opening bell of the 
wonder-stuffed 21st cen- 


tury, consumer technologies 
have evolved at an electrifying 
pace ... batteries not included. 

In recent years, microchip fea- 
tures have become vanishingly 
small and the amount of data on a 
disk has increased a billionfold. 

Yet, the alkaline battery that 
powers most of our portable giz- 
mos is not different in principle 
from the model that Alessandro 
Volta created in 1800. Back then, 
Volta used a stack of alternating 
zinc and copper disks separated 
by layers of brine-sodden-paper 
that turned stored chemical en- 
ergy into electrical energy. 

Is this retro-electro condition a 
failure of modern science? Well, 
no, for two reasons. 

The first is that the newest 


versions of Volta’s pile produce 
amazing boing for the buck and 
are poised to get better. 

The second and most impor- 
tant reason that battery technolo- 
gy may seem to be lagging is that 
beyond a certain point you can’t 
shrink chemistry. Digital data 
are almost infinitely compress- 
ible because the information is 
not a physical object. It can be 
embodied in the smallest differ- 
ence between any two conditions 
—on or off, 0 or 1 — way down to 
subatomic scale. 

But batteries aren’t digital. 

“Energy is stored on stuff 
— atoms, ions and so forth,” said 
MIT professor Gerbrand Ceder. 
“This is done by transferring 
electrons from one atom to an- 
other. Their energy difference 
is the energy stored. That’s why 
batteries will never scale in per- 
formance the way, say, Semicon- 
ductors have done.”

All electrochemi- 
cal batteries work 
pretty much the 
same way. Reactions 
among different 
component materials 

cause negatively charged elec- 
trons to be displaced from atoms 
and to pile up in one location (the 
anode, marked with a minus sign), 
leaving the 
electron-de- 

prived atoms, 
a.k.a. ions, to 
form a net pos- 
itive charge 
at the cathode 
(marked with 
a plus).

In rechargeable batteries, that 
chemistry is reversible. Hence 
the attraction of rechargeable 
nickel-cadmium, _nickel-metal 
hydride and lithium-ion cells. 
The last is widely regarded as the 
most promising consumer bat- 
tery technology for the next five 
to 10 years. 

Lithium,the 
third-lightest 
element, is an 
excellent con- 
ductor, is not 
outrageously 
rare and has 
drop-dead 
stats. A stan- 
dard measure 
of battery per- 
formance is the number of watt- 
hours (Wh) that can be storedina 
unit with a mass of one kilogram.

average awarded to top execu- 
tives at nonfinancial companies in 
the Fortune 100 declined by more 
than 7 percent over the same pe- 
riod, according to Equilar. 

Although perks represent a 
relatively small portion of an 
executive’s overall compensation 
package, they have been targeted 
some shareholders who argue 
that these fringe benefits are 
meant largely to stroke the egos 
of top company brass. 

“These executives are already 
well compensated,” said Daniel 
Pedrotty, director of the AFL- 
CIO’s office of investment. “The 
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notion that some of these folks 
can’t even leave a nickel on the 
floor, that they want to take every 
last dime and put it on the com- 
pany card really rubs people the 
wrong way but points to a larger 
problem of lack of independence 
at the board.” 

Still, some companies that have 
taken away perks are making it 
up to executives by boosting their 
pay. SunTrust Banks eliminated 
most executive perks in 2008, 
including financial planning 
services, club memberships and 
payment of taxes on the perks, ac- 
cording to a corporate filing. But 
the bank also noted that “base 
pay increases were made in 2008 
to offset this reduction in perks.” 

Corporations have long de- 
fended perks as necessary for 
attracting and retaining talented 
executives. They also say some 
perks — corporate jets and chauf- 
feured drivers, for example — 
are provided for security and to 
ensure that executives can work 
efficiently. 

American Express is one such 
corporation. Last year, it provid- 
ed its chief executive, Kenneth 
Chenault, with $415,000 in corpo- 
rate jet travel for personal reasons 
as well as $201,000 for a home se- 
curity system and $46,000 for se- 
curity during personal trips. 

GMAC said it had stopped using 
its corporate aircraft altogether 
after receiving a federal bailout 
in late 2008 and that de Molina, 
its chief executive, had declined a 
year-end bonus for 2008. He did 
receive a nearly $6 million award 
earlier in the year, however, and 
GMAC covered the taxes due on 
that bonus. 

CIT, which cut its staff by 22 
percent in 2008, declined to com- 
ment.

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Women 
vow to cut 
spending, 
poll finds

CHICAGO — Women are in- 
creasingly reining in spending 
and promising that their new fru- 
gality is here to stay — a vow that, 
if followed, could throw a wrench 
into the economic recovery. 

Women with children over- 
whelmingly told researchers 
in a recent Citi poll that their 
spending and savings habits have 
changed “forever.” Though most 
surveyed were optimistic about 
the economy over the next year, 
women in every income category 
said they were curtailing pur- 
chases on major items as well as 
everyday needs. 

“There’s a lot of reset going 
on in terms of returning to the 
basics,” said Lisa Caputo, chief 
executive of Citi’s Women & Co., 
a_ financial-resource program 
aimed at women. “Women are 
looking at this recession in very 
personal ways.” 

Seventy-five percent of moth- 
ers, both single and married, said 
savings and spending habits will 
never go back to pre-recession 
levels, while 61 percent of women 
without children said that, as did 
60 percent of men. 

When it comes to being forced 
to dip into savings and invest- 
ments to cover bills, mothers 
widely outnumbered women 
without children — 62 percent 
compared with 52 percent — as 
well as men, at 39 percent. 

About 63 percent of women 
with children are holding off 
buying big-ticket items like a 
car compared with 50 percent of 
women without children and 52 
percent of men. 

“Women across all sectors be- 
lieve that their financial situa- 
tions have deteriorated,” Caputo 
said. “They are not going to be 
high-flying consumers with open 
pocketbooks.” 

Caputo said women, who have 
long been considered the CEOs 
of their households, are now also 
taking on the role of CFO. 

Women already account for 
some 80 percent of household 
spending. That number could 
rise if the percentage of women 
in the workforce reaches par- 
ity with or marches higher than 
the portion of men. Already, this 
recession has been dubbed a 
“mancession” because a higher 
portion of men than women are 
unable to find jobs. Still, women’s 
pay is still well below their male 
counterparts — women average 
about 78 cents for every dollar a 
man earns. 

Given those particulars, plus 
higher rates of savings and debt 
reduction, and the survey’s find- 
ings that frugality is here to stay, 
the picture doesn’t look good for 
consumer spending, and in turn, 
an economic recovery.

Handing out awards

Command- 
ers, executive officers, platoon leaders, 
platoon sergeants, staff officers and staff 
noncommissioned officers are the usual 
recipients of the MSM or BSM, but not all. 

[Lower-ranking] soldiers, sergeants and 
staff sergeants are the workhorses of any 
unit and usually are directly responsible 
for “mission complete.” They are the ones 
putting their lives on the line with daily pa- 
trols and providing countless hours of force 
protection: Medics saving soldiers’ lives on 
the battlefield; personnel specialists en- 
suring soldiers and loved ones back home 
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are administratively being taking care of; 
supply sergeants ordering and pushing re- 
sources to the battlefield; cooks fixing hot 
chow to feed our hungry soldiers. 

These are the soldiers who are perform- 
ing above and beyond the call of duty to 
ensure victory on the battlefield. Despite 
all their hard work and efforts, the percep- 
tion is that they will never be worthy of re- 
ceiving an MSM or BSM because of their 
rank.

Too much reliance on credit rating agencies

n the old days, if you wanted to buy a 
[esse you went to a bank. The bank 

would assess your ability to repay the 
loan and collect a down payment to en- 
sure that you had some “skin in the game.” 
The bank typically held the loan, provid- 
ing an incentive to ensure that a borrower 
wouldn’t default. 

In short, all the players had a stake in the 
success of the borrower repaying the loan. 

That system, however, was thrown out 
the door in favor of a new system where no 
one had a stake in the success of a mort- 
gage loan. 

Lenders marketed loans that required 
little or no down payment and little or no 
documentation of income and assets. Mid- 
dleman brokers who steered borrowers to 
these higher-cost loans would get fees, re- 
gardless of the borrower’s ability to repay. 

And lenders shifted from the old “book- 
and-hold” model Gin which the original 
lender continued to hold the mortgage) 
to an “originate-to-distribute” model, in 
which the lender held mortgages briefly 
and then sold them to Wall Street firms, 
which in turn packaged them to sell to 
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investors. 

As a McClatchy Newspapers investiga- 
tion, “How Moody’s sold out investors,” 
published in the Oct. 18 Sacramento Bee 
shows, this house of cards was hugely de- 
pendent on credit rating agencies (Moody’s, 
Standard & Poor’s and Fitch), which gave 
the highest triple-A investment grade rat- 
ings to these pools of risky home loans. 

“How Moody’s sold out investors” shows 
not only that credit rating agencies turned 
a blind eye to inflated, unsound ratings 
of mortgage securities but dismissed, si- 
lenced or punished analysts who warned of 
problems. 

What should be done to see that this does 
not happen again? 

As the story shows, a large part of the 
problem comes from inherent conflicts of 
interest when those who are packaging se- 
curities are the same people who are pay- 
ing the fees to the credit rating agencies. 
Not surprisingly, they go “rating shopping” 
to choose the credit rating agency with the 
lowest standards. 

The Obama administration has proposed 
reform legislation, which is making its way 
through Congress. The Securities and Ex- 
change Commission would review credit 


rating agencies once a year. Banks would 
have to disclose all preliminary ratings 
they receive from credit rating agencies 
in an attempt to stop banks from shopping 
for the best credit rating for their products. 
Credit rating agencies would have to dis- 
close the fees they received for a particular 
rating. 

The legislation also proposes that an in- 
teragency team examine the current reli- 
ance of investors on ratings. 

Others want stronger medicine. For ex- 
ample, Frank Partnoy at the University of 
San Diego School of Law believes Congress 
should eliminate credit rating agency ex- 
emptions from liability. 

Treat them the same as accountants if 
they engage in negligent, reckless or fraud- 
ulent practices. The credit rating agencies 
are fighting this, saying that they merely 
provide “opinions,” and that no one should 
rely on their ratings to make investment 
decisions. 

More disclosure, at a minimum, is es- 
sential — as is the need to reduce investor 
reliance on the current rating agencies. 
Congress should adopt such proposals first. 
If they fail, the hammer of liability waits in 
the wings.

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Obama needs to retreat in war with Fox

resident Barack Obama 
Pp: still dithering about Af- 

ghanistan. But in his mono- 
logue Tuesday, comedian Jay 
Leno said: “President Obama 
today agreed to commit an addi- 
tional 40,000 troops to help fight 
Fox News.” 

The opening salvo in this war 
of aggression was fired by White 
House Communications Director 
Anita Dunn, who said on CNN 
on Oct. 11 that Fox News “is the 
communications arm of the Re- 
publican Party.” 

Dunn retreated after Fox News 
talk show host Glenn Beck broad- 
cast excerpts of a speech Dunn 
made to high school students in 
June in which she declared the 
Communist Chinese dictator Mao 
Zedong was one of her two favor- 
ite political philosophers. 

But the White House wasn’t 
retreating. In nearly identical 
language on the Sunday talk 
shows on Oct. 18, senior adviser 
David Axelrod and chief of staff 
Rahm Emanuel said Fox News 
isn’t really a news organization, 
and should be boycotted by the 
others. 

“A lot of their news program- 
ming, it’s not really news. It’s 
pushing a point of view,” Axel- 
rod said on ABC’s “This Week” 
program. 


“Other news organizations like 
yours ought not to treat them that 
way,” Axelrod told host George 
Stephanopoulos. “We’re not going 
to treat them that way.” 

This war is starting to look like 
a quagmire. 

“The Obama administration’s 
war on Fox News is dumb on 
multiple levels,’ said Washing- 
ton Post columnist Ruth Marcus. 
“It makes the White House look 
weak, unable to take Harry Tru- 
man’s advice and just deal with the 
heat. It makes the White House 
look small, dragged down to the 
level of Glenn Beck. It makes the 
White House look childish and 
petty at best, and it has a dis- 
tinct Nixonian — Agnewesque? 
— aroma at worst.” 

“The Obama administration 
really needs to get over itself,” 
said John Nichols of the Nation. 
“Whether the grumbling is about 
Republicans on Fox or bloggers in 
pajamas, there’s a word for what 
the president and his aides are 
doing. That word is ‘whining.’” 

Fox News has enjoyed a ratings 
boost since the White House at- 
tacks began. Fox currently has 
the 10 most popular cable shows, 
attracting more viewers in prime 
time than CNN and MSNBC 
combined. 

Since they appear to be back- 
firing, why does the White House 
persist in its attacks on Fox? 


Some think the president and 
his aides have such thin skins they 
can’t tolerate any criticism. Oth- 
ers speculate the administration 
is trying to divert attention from 
unpopular Obama initiatives such 
as health care reform. Still others 
think the White House is trying 
to fire up its liberal base. 

Josh Gerstein and Mike Allen 
of Politico and Joe Scarbor- 
ough of MSNBC think the White 
House doesn’t want other news 
organizations following up on 
stories Fox breaks, such as the 
revelation that “Green Jobs” czar 
Van Jones was a communist and 
a 9/11 “truther,” or that ACORN 
officials were eager to assist in 
setting up a brothel staffed by un- 
derage girls. 

But was a strategy of “contain- 
ment” necessary? 

Many in the “mainsteam” 
media already ignore stories un- 
flattering to the president. Leigh 
Allen of San Francisco said in a 
letter to the editor she relies on 
The New York Times to Keep her 
informed. But, she said, “I often 
don’t hear about the latest conflict 
until I read a Facebook rant from 
an old high school friend or talk 
on the phone with my mother. It’s 
embarrassing not to be able to re- 
spond with facts because I hadn’t 
heard about the issue.” 

Might the attempt to bully Fox 
embarrass media watchdogs off 
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of Obama’s lap? 

“One wonders how our col- 
leagues at CNN and elsewhere 
like being patted on the head and 
given the seal of approval by the 
White House,” said former Fox 
anchor Brit Hume. “These outlets 
already stand accused of being in 
the tank for Mr. Obama. Do they 
really want to open themselves 
up to more such criticism by ig- 
noring legitimate stories because 
they originate here?” 

“It’s escaped none of our notice 
that the White House has decided 
in the last few weeks to declare 
one of our sister organizations 


‘not a news organization,’ and to 
tell the rest of us not to treat them 
like a news organization,” ABC’s 
Jake Tapper said to White House 
press secretary Robert Gibbs. 
“Can you explain why it’s ap- 
propriate for the White House to 
decide that a news organization is 
not one?” 

Gibbs couldn't.

Public option reflects public’s mindset on health

he debate over whether health care 
reform should include a public option 
continues to dominate the headlines. 
But the controversy around the public plan 
reveals that the health care debate is about 
more than just one-sixth of our economy 
— it’s also a struggle between the stark 
ideology of the past and a modern under- 
standing of the interplay between markets 
and government. 

The public option, designed as a com- 
promise between single-payer, govern- 
ment-provided health care and a strictly 
market-based system, is widely supported 
by Americans. The program would cre- 
ate competition in a heavily consolidated 
industry, allowing the government and in- 
dividuals to save money while maintaining 
our existing health care system. 

Yet, conservatives have responded to 
the public option with nearly unanimous 
opposition, calling it a “government take- 
over” that threatens the health insurance 
industry. Opponents of health care reform 
claim the plan will be a Trojan horse for 
a single-payer system, driving out private 
insurers and facilitating government-run 
health care. 

Although a public option could be de- 
signed to undercut private insurers by 
charging below-market prices, it could 
just as easily be designed not to. Congress 
has proposed several ways the public plan 
could set rates, and there could be ad- 
ditional constraints, such as a trigger or 
allowing individual states to opt to create 
their own public system. 

Republican opposition might be ex- 
plained as a strategy for winning the mid- 
term elections by transforming health care 
into President Barack Obama’s Waterloo. 
But this misses the larger ideological issue 
at stake: Conservatives are concerned that 
a public plan would work. 





Grover Norquist, one of the architects 
of the opposition to President Bill Clin- 
ton’s health care plan, acknowledged as 
much more than 10 years ago: “Had the 
Democrats taken over health care (under 
Clinton), I think we would have become a 
social democracy and we could have never 
undone it.” 

Conservative pundit William Kristol 
also recognized the threat presented by 
Clinton’s health care reform, saying at the 
time that it would “strike a punishing blow 
against Republican claims to defend the 
middle class by restraining government.” 

Government involvement would improve 
the health care system. An unregulated 
health care market doesn’t work; industri- 
alized nations with government programs 
spend less money for better health results. 
And current demands to protect Medicare 
reflect satisfaction with government in- 
volvement here at home. 

Conservative fears of a Trojan horse are 


not entirely misplaced; the public option 
could change the political landscape sim- 
ply by performing well. Rather than foster 
a government takeover of health care, an 
effective public option would foster the idea 
that targeted government intervention can 
be a force for good — a lesson Americans 
will be reminded of every time they go to 
the doctor. 

This result would be anathema to the 
radical conservatives who currently have 
a stranglehold on the GOP. To them, gov- 
ernment is always the problem, never the 
solution. But the world has changed since 
the conservatives’ rise in the 1970s. Demo- 
crats have accepted a broader role for mar- 
ket competition in a whole host of fields, 
and have sought to combine market forces 
and government intervention to creatively 
address new challenges — and the public 
option is a perfect example. 

In the face of these changes, knee-jerk 
opposition to government involvement is 


woefully out of tune with the problems 
facing our country, problems exacerbated 
by eight years of conservative antigovern- 
ment rule. A robust public option could 
help move us past the old “government 
versus market” debates and address more 
nuanced questions of where government 
intervention is appropriate and what type 
of intervention it should be. 

Also, by demonstrating the shallowness 
of the antigovernment view, health care 
reform could create room for a moderate 
wing of the Republican Party capable of 
honestly engaging with Democrats to craft 
bipartisan solutions, as they did with Medi- 
care and civil-rights legislation. 

Sure, this might make the GOP a more 
viable political force, but who are Demo- 
crats to be afraid of a little competition?

A criminal complaint says Den- 
nis LeRoy Anderson, 62, told police 
he left a bar in the town of Proctor 
on his chair after drinking eight or 
nine beers. 

Prosecutors said Anderson’s 
blood alcohol content was 0.29, 
more than three times the legal 
limit, when he crashed into a 
parked vehicle in August 2008. He 
was not seriously injured. 

Police said the chair was pow- 
ered by a converted lawnmower 
and had a stereo and cup holders. 

The judge in the case ordered two 
years of probation for Anderson. 


Lawyer: Nurse assistant 
unfairly denied care 


C LOS ANGELES — A 

nurse assistant who is in 
a vegetative state after being at- 
tacked at a Pasadena hospital has 
been denied care by workers’ com- 
pensation and her health insurance 
that she is entitled to, her attorney 
alleges. 

Amelia Mendoza, 52, was at- 
tacked twice in April by a violent 
patient at Huntington Hospital, 
suffering blows to her face, head 
and neck, attorney Russell Glau- 
ber said. 

Days later, she had a hemor- 
rhagic stroke, and her claims for 
subsequent health care have been 
denied by her insurer, Blue Cross, 
and by workers’ compensation, he 
said. 

Huntington Hospital spokes- 
woman Andrea Stradling con- 
firmed Mendoza’s employment 
at the hospital but said in a state- 
ment, “We do not believe that her 
current condition is related to any 
work-related injury.” 


Airport guard charged 
with threatening Obama 


IN NEWARK — A private 

security guard at Newark 
Liberty International Airport was 
arrested on charges of threaten- 
ing President Barack Obama the 
night before the president was to 
fly there. 

A Continental Airlines employee 
reported overhearing John Brek 
make threatening comments at an 
airport coffee cart. 

The 55-year-old security guard 
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was arrested several hours later, 
Port Authority spokesman John 
Kelly said. He denied making 
the threats, said Malcolm Wiley, 
a spokesman for the U.S. Secret 
Service. 

Brek allowed police to search his 
Linden home and officers found 43 
firearms, Kelly said. The firearms 
were still being processed, but no 
illegal guns had been found. 

Brek was arrested by Port Au- 
thority Police and charged under 
state law with making terroristic 
threats against the president. He 
has not been arrested on federal 
charges, Wiley said. 


Welfare company under 
scrutiny, lawmakers say 


IN INDIANAPOLIS — In- 
fluential lawmakers said 
Indiana welfare subcontractor 
Affiliated Computer Services Inc. 
will come under closer scrutiny 
now that Gov. Mitch Daniels has 
fired IBM Corp. from the project. 

Rep. Peggy Welch, who sits on 
both the State Budget Committee 
and the General Assembly’s Med- 
icaid Oversight Commission, said 
some lawmakers wonder whether 
Dallas-based ACS was responsible 
for some of the poor service, lost 
documents and other problems 
that resulted in Daniels firing IBM 
from a 10-year, $1.34 billion con- 
tract to automate intake for food 
stamps, Medicaid and other wel- 
fare benefits.

SACRAMENTO — Cali- 
fornia’s attorney general 
has sued Boston financial power- 
house State Street Corp., claiming 
it had defrauded the state’s two 
giant pension funds out of $56.6 
million through currency trades. 

The lawsuit by state Attorney 
General Jerry Brown seeks penal- 
ties and triple damages for more 
than $200 million. Brown said 
State Street “raided the custodial 
accounts” of CalPERS and Cal- 
STRS by deliberately overcharg- 
ing them on foreign currency 
trades since 2001. 

State Street 
allegation. 

The loss alleged by Brown is rel- 
atively small for two pension funds 
that control a combined $329 bil- 
lion in assets. But California offi- 
cials, who have been waging war 
on East Coast financial institutions 
following big investment losses, 
said the lawsuit needed to be filed. 


Man: Wife took her 
own life in mansion 


F MIAMI — In the hours 

after Diane Ward died in 
the master bedroom of her man- 
sion from a gunshot wound to the 
face, her husband was taken to the 
Orange County Sheriff’s office for 
questioning. 

According to sheriff’s reports, 
Ward dialed 911 about 8 p.m. on 
Sept. 21. 

Authorities said James Robert 
Ward had told a 911 dispatcher that 
he had shot his wife. But documents 
now show Ward had his Blackberry 
with him in the interview room and 
sent a chilling e-mail to several 
people, including a trustee involved 
in his bankruptcy case. 

“TI hope you’re happy,” the e- 
mail read. “Diane killed herself 
this evening. Go to hell.” 

Ward, a 61-year-old prominent 
developer, is charged with second- 
degree murder in the death of his 
55-year-old wife. He has pleaded 
not guilty and is free on a $100,000 
bond.

Rutgers clamps down on Army 


Black Knights drop 12th straight against Big Kast

WEST POINT, N.Y. — When 
the game was on the line, the Rut- 
gers defense stepped up. 

Joe Martinek scored twice 
on short runs, linebacker Steve 
Beauharnais scored off his own 
blocked punt, and the Scarlet 
Knights forced fumbles on con- 
secutive series late in the third 
quarter to break Army’s momen- 
tum on their way to a 27-10 vic- 
tory on Friday night at rainswept 
Michie Stadium. 

“TI felt we were playing good 
football when we blocked the punt 
for a touchdown,” Rutgers coach 
Greg Schiano said. “The first 
drive is always difficult against an 
option team. When you go against 
a team that runs this (offense), 
they know the adjustments, then 
it’s punch-counterpunch. I think 
the takeaways were critical.” 

It was the sixth straight victory 
for Rutgers (5-2) over Army (3- 
5) and evened the series at 18-18. 
The Black Knights have lost 12 
straight games against Big East 
teams since beating Rutgers 37- 
35 in 1997. 

Thanks to a stout front line 
that afforded plenty of protec- 
tion from Army’s swarming de- 
fense, freshman quarterback 
Tom Savage guided Rutgers to a 
17-3 halftime lead with big plays: 
a 32-yard completion in the first 
quarter to Mark Harrison that set 
up Martinek’s 4-yard run, and a 
48-yard pass to Tim Brown that 
was followed by San San Te’s 27- 
yard field goal. 


But when Rutgers faked a punt 
and failed on fourth-and-12 at the 
Army 40 on the first series of the 
third quarter, the Black Knights 
came alive. 

Patrick Mealy took a pitch right 
for 22 yards and Rutgers defen- 
sive tackle Scott Vallone, who was 
shaken up briefly moments earli- 
er, jumped offside twice in a row 
to give Army a first down. Lonnie 
Liggins then scored up the middle 
to make it 17-10, and the momen- 
tum was starting to swing. 

“It wasn’t a matter of sticking 
with them. We believed we could 
win,” Army defensive tackle Mike 
Gann said. “It just came down to 
missed tackles and lost fumbles.” 

Rutgers entered the game 
ranked second in the nation with 
a plus-2 turnover margin and its 
stellar defense came alive when it 
mattered most. 

After Te’s 41-yard field goal 
boosted Rutgers’ lead to 20-10 
with 6:35 left in the third, Army, 
which crossed midfield only once 
in the first half, drove to the Rut- 
gers 34 and seemed poised for an- 
other score. But George Johnson 
forced a fumble by Kingsley Ehie 
and Alex Silvestro recovered for 
the Scarlet Knights. 

“We’re gaining on it, but we 
can’t take a step forward and two 
steps back. It won’t work,” Army 
coach Rich Ellerson said. “It’s 
just us. There’s nothing magical 
about it. The negative plays just 
killed us.” 

Army forced a three-and-out, 
but Brad Gallik of the Cadets 
fumbled and Khaseem Greene 
recovered for the Scarlet Knights 


at the Army 37. Savage complet- 
ed a 28-yard pass to tight end 
Shamar Graves on the first play 
of the fourth quarter, setting up 
Martinek’s 6-yard TD run. 

Savage finished 10 of 20 for 164 
yards to become just the second 
freshman quarterback in Rutgers 
history to win a road game. Ryan 
Cubit won his first road game at 
Buffalo in 2001 in his first career 
start. 

“TI know I missed a lot of open 
guys. I feel like I took a step today 
getting a ‘W’ in that first away 
game,” Savage said. “When I was 
walking out there, I kind of got 
the chills a little bit. It just didn’t 
feel real to me.” 

Army scored first for the sev- 
enth time this season. Trent 
Steelman hit Malcolm Brown for 
21 yards and Ehie had a 26-yard 
run up the middle on a third-and- 
9 play to set up Alex Carlton’s 41- 
yard field goal. 

The Scarlet Knights, ranked 
11th nationally in rushing de- 
fense, allowing just 91.5 yards per 
game, gave up 197 on the ground 
to Army’s triple option. But the 
Black Knights only converted 1 
of 11 third downs, punted seven 
times, and scored only one of- 
fensive touchdown for the fifth 
straight game. 

“We’re getting there,” Steel- 
man said. “We just have to finish. 
We’re moving the ball. It’s just a 
matter of finishing. It’s just one 
block here or there.” 

Martinek had 139 yards rush- 
ing and Brown had four catches 
for 101 yards to pace Rutgers. 
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No. 11 Georgia Tech 34, Virginia 9: 
At Charlottesville, Va., Georgia Tech ran 
around in the pouring rain. The Yellow 
Jackets also ran over, under and through 
the Virginia defense, breaking tackles and 
burning up the clock, dispatching the last 
team with an unbeaten record in Atlantic 
Coast Conference play Saturday. 

Georgia Tech rushed for 362 yards 
against the Cavaliers in taking charge of 
the Coastal Division. 

Josh Nesbitt ran for 82 yards and threw 
for 85, but he attempted only two passes in 
Georgia Tech’s four touchdown drives: 

@ A 10-play, 60-yard march in the sec- 
ond quarter. 

m@ An 18-play, 82-yard march that took 
up the first 10:47 of the third quarter. 

m@ An 11-play, 66-yard put-the-game 
away possession in the fourth. 

m@ A _ didn’t-really-matter 10-play, 71- 
yard drive near the end. 

Georgia Tech (7-1, 5-1) broke an eight- 
game Charlottesville losing streak, win- 
ning at Virginia for the first time since 
1990, the year the Yellow Jackets claimed 
a share of the national title. The Cavaliers 
(3-4, 2-1) had a three-game winning streak 
snapped, a run that followed a 0-3 record 
that had fans calling for coach Al Groh’s 
job. 

The Yellow Jackets entered the game sec- 
ond in the nation with an average of 286.1 
yards rushing, and the option churned out 
even more against the Cavaliers. Penal- 
ties and bobbled balls stymied the offense 
early, but Nesbitt, Jonathan Dwyer (125 
yards) and Anthony Allen (103) ultimately 
proved too quick and too strong for Virgin- 
ia’s defense. 

Nesbitt and Allen each had a 1-yard 
touchdown run, Allen also scored on a 20- 
yard scamper and Nesbitt on a 2-yard run, 
and Scott Blair kicked two field goals for 
the Yellow Jackets. 

Virginia’s scoring came on three field 
goals by Robert Randolph. The Cava- 
liers failed to make the most of excellent 
field position in the first half, settling for 
three points instead of seven on back-to- 
back drives that began in Georgia Tech 
territory. 

The wet day made for messy football. 
Georgia Tech had three penalties and had 
burned two timeouts before the game was 
seven minutes old. The Yellow Jackets also 
fumbled three times in the first quarter: a 
muffed punt they were lucky to recover, a 
dropped snap to the upback that doomed a 
fake punt attempt, and a no-one-touched- 
him bobble by Nesbitt that was recovered 
by the Cavaliers. 

Oklahoma State 34, Baylor 7: At Waco, 
Texas, Zac Robinson completed 23 of 27 
passes for 250 yards and three touchdowns 
as Oklahoma State stretched its winning 
streak to five games. 

The Cowboys (6-1, 3-0 Big 12), who have 
won their past four games without injured 
running back Kendall Hunter or suspend- 
ed receiver Dez Bryant, led 10-0 after their 
first two possessions. They made it 24-0 on 
Robinson’s 19-yard pass to Cooper Bassett 
that capped an 87-yard drive to open the 
second half. 

Baylor (3-4, 0-3) has scored only 24 
points in its Big 12 games. The Bears are 
1-3 since standout sophomore quarterback 
Robert Griffin tore a ligament in his right 
knee a month ago. Oklahoma State, which 
plays No. 3 Texas at home next weekend, 
was again just fine without its top running 
back and top receiver from last season. 

Robinson’s 85-percent completion per- 
centage was the best for an Oklahoma 
State quarterback with at least 20 at- 
tempts, breaking the record his coach, 
Mike Gundy, set by hitting 27 of 35 passes 
(77 percent) against Kansas in 1989. Bobby 
Reid was 9 of 10 in a game against Baylor 
three years ago. 

Keith Toston ran for 109 yards and a 1- 
yard TD on 15 carries, and Beau Johnson 
added 93 yards on 22 carries.

A week aiter player's fatal stabbing, 
Huskies fall to No. 22 W. Virginia

MORGANTOWN, W.Va. — Noel Devine’s 
56-yard touchdown run in the closing min- 
utes lifted No. 22 West Virginia to a 28-24 
victory over Connecticut on Saturday in 
the Huskies’ first game since the fatal stab- 
bing of cornerback Jasper Howard. 

Devine ran for 171 of his 178 yards in 
the second half as West Virginia (6-1, 2-0 
Big East) overcame the inspired play of the 
Huskies (4-3, 1-2). 

Howard was stabbed to death last Sun- 
day outside a university-sponsored dance. 
Teammates Andre Dixon and Kashif 
Moore carried Howard’s helmet and jer- 
sey from the locker room before kickoff, 
and fans from both teams displayed signs 
in his memory. 

Connecticut coach Randy Edsall planned 
to fly his team to Howard’s funeral Mon- 
day in Miami. 

“Tjust feel empty,” Edsall said. “The kids 
played their hearts out and did what we 
asked them to do. This is a special group of 
kids. We’ve got to take this and just learn 
how to play like this all the time.” 


Connecticut outplayed West Virginia 
most of the game and outgained the Moun- 
taineers 501 yards to 387. Eventually, Con- 
necticut was done in by its second-half 
miscues. David Teggart missed two field- 
goal attempts, and a fumble and three in- 
terceptions ended promising drives. 

West Virginia’s Jarrett Brown, returning 
from a mild concussion last week against 
Marshall, ran for one score and threw 
for one. He also threw the lead block that 
sprang Devine on a 62-yard run late in the 
third quarter, setting up Brown’s 1-yard 
TD toss to Tyler Urban. 

Kent Richardson returned one of the in- 
terceptions 47 yards but fumbled the ball 
away deep in Connecticut territory. Cody 
Endres then threw his second TD pass of 
the game, an 84-yarder to Marcus Easley 
that put the Huskies ahead 24-21 with 3:50 
left in the game. 

After Devine hugged the right sideline on 
the go-ahead scoring run with 2:10 left that 
held up upon review, Connecticut drove to 
the West Virginia 33, where Chris Neild in- 
tercepted Endres’ fourth-down pass. 

It marked the third time this season that 
Connecticut couldn’t hold a late lead.

No. 18 Ohio State, Minnesota 7: At 
Columbus, Ohio, Terrelle Pryor threw two 
touchdown passes and ran for a score for 
the Buckeyes. 

A week after a devastating 26-18 loss 
at two-touchdown underdog Purdue, the 
Buckeyes (6-2, 4-1 Big Ten) made Min- 
nesota (4-4, 2-3) pay for its bad plays. The 
Golden Gophers had two major misplays 
in the secondary and two turnovers inside 
their 20. 

Pryor said he was a new man after four 
turnovers against Purdue. He played bet- 
ter against Minnesota, but it was difficult 
to tell how much because the Gophers 
made so many costly mistakes. 

Pryor connected on 13 of 25 passes for 
239 yards with one interception. He also 
ran for 104 yards on 15 carries. 

Minnesota didn’t offer much resistance, 
running its scoreless streak to 136:23 be- 
fore MarQueis Gray’s 16-yard touchdown 
pass to Troy Stoudermire late in the game.

Hall replaced tailback Brandon Saine, who 
left because of a concussion. 

After a Minnesota punt, a foul-up in cov- 
erage led to Pryor’s 57-yard touchdown 
pass to wide-open DeVier Posey. 

The two had hooked up on a 62-yard 
score in the second quarter when another 
gaffe in the secondary left Posey unguard- 
ed 10 yards behind the defense. 

Minnesota played most of the game with- 
out top receiver Eric Decker, who hobbled 
off the field in the first quarter and didn’t 
return due to a recurring ankle injury. 

The Gophers had four turnovers, eight 
penalties and numerous other miscues. 

Weber was 10 for 23 for just 112 yards 
with two interceptions, and his fellow 
quarterback, Gray, was 5-for-6 for 51 
yards. They were sacked four times for 21 
yards in losses and were harassed most of 
the day. 

No. 20 Pitt 41, South Florida 14: At 
Pittsburgh, Bill Stull threw for two touch- 
downs, Dion Lewis ran for two and Pitt 
scored on all five possessions in the first 
half to post its best record after eight 
games in 27 years. 

The Panthers 4-0 Big East) are 7-1 for 
the first time since 1982 — Dan Marino’s 
senior season and the last time Pitt was 
No. 1. They made this one look easy as 
Stull completed his first 11 passes against 
a Bulls defense that appeared geared to 
stopping Lewis at the start, before he took 
over and ran for 111 yards in three quar- 
ters to push his season total to 1,029 yards. 

Lewis entered the game No. 3 nation- 
ally in rushing with a 131 yards a game. 
He was pulled along with most of the 
Panthers’ regulars with Pitt ahead 34-7. 
Lewis, who has five 100-yard games, is 
only the fourth Pitt freshman to rush for at 
least 1,000 yards in a season, joining Tony 
Dorsett (1973), Curvin Richards (1988) 
and LeSean McCoy (2007). 

South Florida (5-2, 1-2) repeatedly hurt 
itself early with penalties — the Big East’s 
most-penalized team drew the game’s first 
eight penalties and ended with 71 penalty 
yards — and never got into an offensive 
rhythm, partly because Pitt kept scoring 
so quickly. 

The Bulls have been outscored 75-31 in 
losses to Cincinnati and Pitt after moving 
into the Top 25 two weeks ago. The Bulls 
had as many penalty yards (40) as offen- 
sive yards (40) late in the first quarter and 
ended up getting outgained 486-212. 

Stull, whose senior season statistics ex- 
ceed Marino’s in 1982, hit Jonathan Bald- 
win for completions of 40, 34 and 35 yards.

Even while spraying champagne and dumping tall-boy cans of beer on each 
other’s heads, they looked through their goggles and talked about unfinished 
business. 

Even while standing on the field as fireworks crackled overhead and thousands 
cheered themselves hoarse, they mentioned the goal that remains. 

Even while taking justified pride in all they’ve accomplished to this point, they 
were already looking forward to the task ahead. 

Seven clinching celebrations in just more than a calendar year has inevitably 
changed the Phillies. It used to be that the players talked about savoring the mo- 
ment today and turning their attention to the next opponent tomorrow. That gap 
has shortened and now seems to have disappeared entirely. One more step, they 
said, almost in unison, almost as if reading from a script, even while jubilation 
erupted all around them. 

Back to business, then. The World Series begins Wednesday. The clubhouse 
presumption was that they would inevitably collide with the lordly New York Yan- 
kees. It doesn’t get any easier. 

Here’s a look at five areas the National League champions must ponder: 

m@ MANAGING DOWN TIME: Baseball is a grind. Players become attuned, 
body and mind, to coming to work almost every day. 

Now, suddenly, the Phillies will have six days without their competitive adrena- 
line flowing. There is an advantage to getting some rest, of course, especially for 
relief pitchers. The danger is slipping into offseason mode and then being unable 
to flip the switch when play gears up again. 

What the Phillies have going for them is that their break is virtually identical to 
what they endured last year between finishing off the Los Angeles Dodgers in the 
NLCS and opening against the Tampa Bay Rays in the World Series. 

m@ WHO STARTS GAME 2? There has been no announcement of the Phillies’ 
rotation, but there is approximately a zero chance that 
lefthander Cliff Lee won’t be on the mound for Game 1. 

After that, it gets dicey. 

As recently as Wednesday afternoon, it almost cer- 
tainly would have been lefthander Cole Hamels, based 
on his reputation and the credentials he earned through 
a remarkable playoff run last October. But he’s been less 
than ordinary in the playoffs this year, an enigma who 
lasted just 47/3 innings in the clinching game against the 
Dodgers in Game 5. 

J.A. Happ? For a long time this summer he was the 
Phillies’ best pitcher. But shuttling back and forth be- 
tween the rotation and bullpen hasn’t seemed to agree 
with him. 

Or maybe manager Charlie Manuel would prefer to 
start a righthander since the Yankees were 67-41 (.620) compared to 36-18 
(.667) against lefties. 

Pedro Martinez is a big-game pitcher who came up big at Dodger Stadium, 
making his first start in 2 '/2 weeks. Of course, that was in warm weather. And not 
in a city where his 2004 quote, “I just tip my cap and call the Yankees my daddy,” 
won't be thrown back in his face. 

Joe Blanton? In his only playoff start this season he buzzed through the Dodg- 
ers’ lineup the first time through ... and then was constantly in trouble after that. 

There are no easy answers here. 

m@ GHOSTS: Asked about facing the tradition-rich Yankees before the 2001 
World Series, Arizona Diamondbacks righthander Curt Schilling scoffed, “Mystique 
and Aura? Those are dancers in a nightclub.” 

Point taken. But the Yankees, with their classic uniforms, bloated payroll and 26 
world championships, do project a certain air of invincibility. 

Opponents must remember that the Bronx Bombers are a very good team and 
nothing more, that they are not unbeatable. The Phillies should be largely immune 
to falling under that pinstriped spell. They see them several times during spring 
training, have played them in interleague play and, in fact, beat New York two of 
three at the new Yankee Stadium in May. 

m CC SABATHIA: Yes, the Phillies beat him in the Division Series last year 
when he pitched for the Milwaukee Brewers, scoring five runs in 32/3 innings 
against the hefty lefty. Yes, he was 2-3 with a 7.92 career playoff ERA before this 
season. 

That was then. This year he’s 3-0, 1.19. And with a proven ability to pitch ef- 
fectively on short rest, he could potentially get three starts. 

m@ THE BULLPEN: Will the real Brad Lidge please stand up? Is it the closer 
who had a major league-leading 11 blown saves during the 
regular season? Or the one who hasn't allowed a run in the 
playoffs? 

Regardless, the Phillies have to feel better about their ‘pen 
now than they did at the start of the playoffs. And not just 
because of Lidge. Scott Eyre has a bone chip floating around 
in his elbow and had to be considered a question mark. Since 
getting a cortisone shot, though, he’s been able to contribute. 
Chad Durbin was unscored upon in four NLCS appearanc- 
es. And Chan Ho Park came back from injury to throw well 
| against the Dodgers. 

The clubhouse carpets have been cleaned, the confetti 
swept up. The Phillies, off Thursday, worked out Friday.

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Phils’ gamble pays off 


Werth develops into a powerful presence in lineup

PHILADELPHIA — Jason 
Werth, he of the long, scraggly 
blonde hair, scruffy face and 
slender frame, looks more like a 
surfer than a power hitter. 

It’s easy to overlook Werth in 
the Philadelphia Phillies’ potent 
lineup. Ryan Howard and Jimmy 
Rollins are former MVPs,Chase 
Utley is a perennial All-Star, and 
Shane Victorino gets plenty of at- 
tention for his energy. 

But Werth fits right in with all 
the big boppers. Given the chance 
to play every day, the right fielder 
had a breakout year. He’s car- 
ried his success into the playoffs, 
helping the defending champions 
reach the World Series for the 
second straight year. 

Werth batted .268 with 36 hom- 
ers, 99 RBIs and 20 steals, earn- 
ing a trip to the All-Star game in 
his first full season as a regular. 
He’s hitting .281 with five hom- 
ers and 10 RBIs in nine playoff 
games. 

“Ever since he came to Philly, 
he’s been getting better,” Phillies 
manager Charlie Manuel said. 
“The numbers that you see, to me 
he’s more capable. I think he can 
even do better, because I think 
he’s getting more consistent in his 
at-bats and his pitch selection.” 

Werth’s emergence has made 
it difficult for opponents to pitch 
around Howard, who was MVP 
of the NL championship series 
against Los Angeles. 

With Werth batting in the No. 
5 spot, Howard has received just 
one intentional walk in the play- 
offs. Pitching to either slugger 
has been a mistake. 

“T like hitting behind Howie, 
even though it seems like there’s 
no one on base hitting fifth,” 
Werth said, referring to Howard’s 
RBI ability. “But it’s exciting. I 
get to drive in a lot of runs and 
be a big part of the lineup right in 
the middle of it. It’s a lot of fun, 
especially with this team.” 

Werth is one of the most patient 
hitters in baseball. He had 91 
walks in the regular season and 
led the majors in averaging 4.5 
pitches per plate appearance. 

Werth, 6-foot-5 and 222 
pounds, has long arms and long 
legs, which helps his plate cover- 
age. He can hit for power to the 
opposite field, with 21 homers to 
center or right. 

“As long as he stays in what I 
call a strong, balanced hitting 
position, this guy, he is legit, 
man,” Manuel said. “He’s got a 
lot of power, and he hits the ball 
all over the field. He’s got pull 
power, and he can hit the ball to 
right field, center field, and he’s 
developed into a very tremendous 
right fielder. He’s been a big ad- 
dition to our team, and he plays a 
big part in our success.” 

Werth was one of former Phil- 
lies general manager Pat Gillick’s 
best finds. After sitting out the 
2006 season because of a wrist

injury, Werth signed a one-year 
deal for $850,000. 

He played well in a part-time 
role in ’07 and platooned with 
Geoff Jenkins for most of ’08 until 
taking over every day down the 
stretch. Werth finished last year 
with a .273 average, 24 homers, 
67 RBIs and 20 steals. He boosted 
his average to .309 in the playoffs 
and signed a $10 million, two- 
year contract in January. 

Before he came to the Phillies, 
Werth’s career was in jeopardy 
because of the wrist injury. He 
spent a few months during the 
summer of ’06 wondering if he’d 
ever play again. 

“There was a time where I 
didn’t know where I was at as far 
as my injury and what was going 
to happen,” Werth said. “I was 
sitting at home in Illinois, fishing 
off my boat, not having any idea 
what was going to happen. Base- 
ball was done unless something 
got taken care of.” 

Werth was injured while play- 
ing for the Dodgers in 2005. His 
left wrist was broken in spring 
training by a pitch from A.J. Bur- 
nett. Werth played 102 games de- 
spite the injury, but his numbers 
dropped significantly. The wrist 
problems lingered in ’06 and he 
couldn’t play. Werth finally went 
to the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn., and Dr. Richard Berger di- 
agnosed the injury as a split tear 


of the UT ligament in his wrist. 

“I was really hoping that the 
guys at Mayo Clinic knew what 
they were doing, and they did,” 
Werth said. “They diagnosed it 
and they did the surgery, and re- 
ally it was not that big a deal, al- 
though it was very rare. I saw Dr. 
Berger was the only doctor at the 
time diagnosing and repairing 
my injury.”

Eagles, Redskins 
hoping to avoid 





embarrassment

LANDOVER, Md. — Surely 
there’s no way the Philadelphia 
Eagles will lose to one of the 
NFL’s most dysfunctional fran- 
chises, even if the game is on the 
road. 

Oh, wait. They just did that. 

A week after laying a 13-9 egg 
against the Oakland Raiders, 
the Eagles (3-2) have another 
potential letdown game against 
the Washington Redskins (2-4). 
The Monday nighter has prime- 
time slaughter written all over it, 
with the Redskins coming off a 
distraction-filled week following 
the front office’s decision to strip 
coach Jim Zorn of play-calling 
duties. 

That is, unless the Eagles re- 
produce their lackadaisical, 
pass-too-much game plan from 
Oakland. 

“I felt embarrassed,” quar- 
terback Donovan McNabb said. 
“When you get embarrassed, 
you don’t want to get embar- 
rassed again, so you are going to 
do whatever it takes to erase that 
and make sure that you turn a 
negative into a positive.” 

The Eagles should be naturally 
more fired-up to face the Red- 
skins, a familiar division rival. 
It’s a short road trip, and thou- 
sands of Philadelphia fans always 
find ways to get tickets. Plus, no 
one wants to look bad on Monday 
night, when the rest of the league 
is watching. 

“You can go against the worst 
team in the league,” running back 
Brian Westbrook said. “But if you 
don’t go out there and execute 
your game plan, and if you have 
errors and sacks and turnovers 


and things like that, you can lose 
a game.” 

A focused Eagles team would 
not be good news for the Red- 
skins. All the week’s turmoil in 
Washington has been a mental 
drain, and coaches and players 
have to find a way to keep the 
blinders on. 

“If we don’t do our job, it’ll get 
really ugly,’ secondary coach 
Jerry Gray said. “We can’t focus 
on what else is happening.” 

The front office alleviated 
much uncertainty Friday when 
executive vice president of foot- 
ball operations Vinny Cerrato an- 
nounced that Zorn would remain 
the coach through at least the end 
of the season. 

Of course, that doesn’t instantly 
make the Redskins a good team. 
Their only victories this season 
have come over the St. Louis 
Rams and Tampa Bay Bucca- 
neers, both now 0-6. The Eagles 
are the first team they’ve played 
that isn’t winless. 

Both teams spent the week 
dealing with play-calling issues. 
The Eagles abandoned the run 
against the Raiders, throwing 46 
passes and allowing six sacks. 
Westbrook ran for 50 yards, but 
he had only six carries. 

The Redskins went to greater 
extremes. With the offense yet 
to score more than 17 points in a 
game this season, Zorn was told 
to yield his treasured play-calling 
duties to newcomer Sherm Lewis, 
a consultant hired by the front of- 
fice less than three weeks ago. 

Players and coaches were 
taken aback by the news. Zorn, 
already on the hot seat, said it will 
feel “very awkward” strolling the 
sidelines not calling the plays.

then he threw a total of two 
touchdown passes in the next two 
games, both victories. The follow- 
ing week, Brady overthrew wide- 
open Randy Moss in the end zone, 
then lost a fumble with 1:37 left in 
regulation and lost to his former 
offensive coordinator, Denver 
Broncos head coach Josh McDan- 
iels, 20-17 in overtime. 

Doubters sounded off. Would 
he ever be the Brady of old? 

Silencing them wasn’t a priority 
for the two-time Super Bowl MVP 
who was the regular-season MVP 
in 2007, when he threw an NFL- 
record 50 touchdown passes. 

“T don’t know if I’d approach it 
like that, or look at it like that,” 
Brady said. “I think it’s a long 
season and we’ve played in some 
games where we’ve executed 
well. We’ve played some games 
that we haven’t executed so well. 
I’m happy that I was able to hit 
the guys that were open, I know 
that. That gives me a lot of confi- 
dence going into this week.” 

Boy, were they ever open. 

On several routes, Welker and 
Moss waved their hands toward 
Brady, trying to make sure he no- 
ticed them as they slipped behind 
defensive backs. Welker caught 10 
passes, two for touchdowns, and 
Moss grabbed eight with three 
scores. The sixth touchdown pass 
was a 38-yarder to Faulk. 

Brady did all that despite a 
game-long snowstorm, and he 
spent most of the second half on 
the bench. He left after the first 
series of the third quarter and 
still completed 29 of 34 passes for 
380 yards and no interceptions as 
the Patriots improved to 4-2 with 
a club-record 619-yard offensive 
output. 

That swayed critics even though 
the Titans are winless and start- 
ed two rookies at cornerback. Or 
maybe Brady just got a late start 
to his typical October, a month in 
which he’s 11-1 with 3,292 yards 
passing for 39 touchdowns and 


just three interceptions since 
2006. 

But did he reach his own high 
expectations? 


“As a quarterback, you want to 
play well every week,” Brady said. 
“When you don’t hit the passes 
that are there, or your team loses 
games, or your team doesn’t get 
into the end zone, it’s very frus- 
trating. You’ve got to find ways to 
do a better job of that. 

“Each week, it seems like the 
preparation is a little bit better 
and the execution seems to be a 
little bit better, too.” 

That should continue with the 
Patriots in the midst of a favor- 
able part of their schedule. They 
play another winless team, the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers, in Lon- 
don on Sunday. Then they have 
an open date. A 5-2 record with 
a week off would be a solid foun- 
dation before a tough four-game 
stretch that includes games at In- 
dianapolis and New Orleans. 

Last year, Peyton Manning 
missed the entire exhibition 
season when he had a bursa sac 





removed from his left knee. He 
started slowly and the Colts were 
3-4 before winning their last nine 
regular-season games. 

Another positive sign of a 
Brady turnaround were touch- 
down passes against Tennessee 
of 38 and 40 yards, his longest 
completions of the year. 

“When you can hit those plays 
and change field position like 
that, as well as being able to run 
it and have that ball-control of- 
fense, that makes it tough,” Brady 
said. “You have to be able to ex- 
pand the field vertically, and 
that’s something that we didn’t do 
very well in the first five weeks of 
the season.” 

Brady picked apart the Titans 
for an NFL-record five touch- 
down passes in a quarter, the 
second, and tied his franchise 
record of six scoring passes in a 
game set during the 16-0 season 
in 2007. The 45-0 halftime lead 
was the biggest in league history 
and the 59-point margin was the 
largest since the 1970 merger.

And there’s still room for Brady 
to get better. 

“It was just a game that he 
had,” Faulk said, “and he’s just 
working to improve himself each 
and every day.” 

Brady’s next chance comes 
on the other side of the Atlantic, 
where Tampa Bay coach Raheem 
Morris must figure out how to 
stop him. 

“Tom Brady is special, argu- 
ably one of the best quarterbacks 
in the league, if not the best,” 
Morris said. 

Brady might not be his old self 
yet, but his outstanding perfor- 
mance on a snow-covered field 
moved him closer. He can take 
another step forward at Wembley 
Stadium, a field built for soccer 
— flatter, with less grass than 
football players are used to. 

“Every field that we play on is 
different,” Brady said. “ It’s not 
too much of a problem.” 

Nothing really is when the real 
Tom Brady steps up.

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NBA refs agree to two-year deal 


League ends lockout, wont have to use replacements

NEW YORK — The regular 
referees made the call. They’re 
coming back to work. 

The referees union and the 
NBA agreed on a two-year con- 
tract Friday, ending a lockout of 
more than a month and saving the 
league from using replacements 
when the regular season starts. 

The officials voted to ratify the 
deal that was reached earlier this 
week. No details of the vote were 
provided, nor were terms of the 
agreement. 

“We are pleased to reach this 
agreement,’ NBA commissioner 
David Stern said in a statement. 
“The negotiations extended fur- 
ther than either side had hoped, 
but when our regular season tips 
off on Tuesday we’ll have the best 
referees in the world officiating 
our games.” 

The referees 
comment. 

The 57 referees were set to 
begin a three-day training camp 
Saturday and be ready when the 


union didn’t 


regular season starts Tuesday 
night. The league used replace- 
ment officials during exhibition 
play. 

The referees’ contracts have 
usually been for five years, but 
the NBA consented to a two-year 
deal at the request of the union, 
which hoped it could renegotiate 
sooner with the economy hope- 
fully in better shape. 

The sides agreed on a salary 
structure that would give the refs 
a slight raise in the second year, 
but they remained apart on pro- 
posed changes to the referees’ 
pension and _ severance pack- 
ages, as well as a plan to develop 
younger officials by having them 
work in NBA games. 

The contract between the 
league and the National Basket- 
ball Referees Association expired 
Sept. 1, and the league announced 
on Sept. 18 that it was locking out 
the officials, saying they had re- 
jected its final contract offer. 

The NBA decided to go with re- 
placements late last month after 
the referees rejected a deal the 


league said its negotiators had al- 
ready agreed to. 

That raised the possibility of 
the league starting the season 
with backup officials for the first 
time since 1995. But progress 
was made in a meeting this week 
at league headquarters that in- 
cluded Stern, who rejoined the 
talks this week at the request of 
the referees. 

He previously had withdrawn 
from negotiations after the ref- 
erees’ lead negotiator, Lamell 
McMorris, criticized the com- 
missioner’s behavior. 

“It was always our intention 
to make a deal and our hope. I 
thought that perhaps the rhetoric 
had gotten a little bit too heated 
and it would be better for me to 
withdraw,” Stern said earlier Fri- 
day during a conference call. 

“But it was requested by the 
other side that I return and that 
they were coming in to make 
a deal and they asked me to be 
there, and I thought I owed them 
out of my respect to them to honor 
that request.” 


The league used a roster of 62 
replacements, mostly from the 
NBA Development League and 
WNBA, during the lockout. Stern 
said the backups “responded very 
well” and predicted that many 
would referee NBA games again. 

Replacement officials were crit- 
icized for calling too many fouls, 
though the amount decreased 
later in the exhibition season, 
which ended Friday night. 

“As the preseason went on, they 
were better,” Houston coach Rick 
Adelman said. “I don’t think they 
were arrogant, or anything like 
that. They gave the explanations, 
and they were doing the best they 
could. 

“The first couple (games) were 
just foul after foul and call after 
call, and there was no rhythm 
to the games,” Adelman added. 
“After that, I thought it settled 
down fairly well. They just called 
things differently than the nor- 
mal officials. They’re pretty 
much going by the book.”

Crosby's shootout goal lifts Penguins

PITTSBURGH — Sidney Crosby found a 
lot of ways to score in his 300th career NHL 
regular-season game. 

Crosby had a power-play goal and a short- 
handed score in the third period, and had the 
only goal in a shootout to help the Pittsburgh 
Penguins win their seventh straight game, 3-2 
over the Florida Panthers on Friday night. 

“We struggled in the first half, but we were 
able to rebound,” said Crosby, who has 407 ca- 
reer points. “We stuck with things, and that 
shows a lot.” 

After erasing a two-goal deficit in the third 
period, Crosby beat Tomas Vokoun with a 
nifty deke in the shootout for the Stanley Cup 
champion Penguins, an NHL-best 9-1-0. 

Steven Reinprecht scored twice in the first 
period for Florida. The Panthers have lost six 
of seven to drop to 2-5-1. 

“The effort’s good, but effort doesn’t get you 
two points,” Florida defenseman Keith Bal- 
lard said. “We were kind of dumb in the third 
period. We took too many penalties and stayed 
in our end the whole time... In the third, they 
pick it up a little bit and it’s almost like we just 
kind of clammed up just trying to hang.” 

In the shootout, Crosby moved in slowly on 
Vokoun and made three moves to his forehand 
before finally tucking it into the net as Vokoun 
dove to his left. 

Crosby improved to 3-for-3 in shootouts this 
season with his 10th career game-deciding 
shootout goal. 

Brent Johnson stopped the Panthers’ Re- 
inprecht, Ville Koistinen and Nathan Horton 
during the shootout and made 27 saves during 
regulation and overtime in winning for the 
first time as a Penguin. 

Crosby tied it with 3:19 to play with his 
short-handed goal, one-timing a feed from 
Evgeni Malkin with a shot that appeared to 
deflect off a Florida player. The short-handed 
goal was the first in the NHL for Crosby.
